T M Cuts School Budget $ 42,000, 
Rejects Moves To Reduce Further 


The School Committee’s budget escaped 
two moves to cut at town meeting Monday 
night but was reduced $42,655 by a third 
move. 

Action came during the second session of 
the annual town meeting. The town meeting 
continues tonight (Thursday) and intends to 
meet every Monday and Thursday until the 
conclusion of the 30-article warrant. 

Deliberations Monday were taken up 
entirely with the School Department budget. 
The meeting finally passed an $8.2 education 
budget. 

It was suggested by the town meeting 
member (TMM) who offered the amendment 
to cut $42,655 that this amount be taken from 
administrative salary increases ($18,176) and 
money for teachers' sabbatical leaves $27,955. 

TMM Mary Foss McQuillin commented: 
“Sabbaticals in a time of stress we can’t 
afford.” School Committee Chairman 
Stephen R. Parkhurst, however, indicated 
that since the board has already eliminated 
all but $19,000 for sabbaticals, cuts will have 
to be made elsewhere in the budget. The town 
meeting earlier in the evening had voted 
against cutting the school budget $500,000. 
The Finance Committee unanimously op¬ 
posed the move. 

“We have examined the School Depart¬ 
ment budget in great detail,” said Finance 
Chairman Barbara S. Hankins, “and a cut of 
this amount would seriously damage the 
quality of education in Winchester.” 

In addition, the town meeting had also 
refused to go along with a move to cut the 
budget $111,000. A standing vote of 83-yes to 


91-no defeated the proposal. The move to cut 
the budget by $500,000 was defeated by a large 
margin on a voice vote. 

At the conclusion of Monday’s session, 
TMM Clara M. Hewis said she intends to 
introduce a motion tonight to cut the school 
budget by $682,000. 

The $682,000 figure is the exact amount 
being asked to handle education costs 
associated with the state’s special needs law 
(Chapter 766). In view of Monday’s actions in 
refusing to cut the school budget by lesser 
amounts, it is unlikely the membership will 
agree to a $682,000 cut, many feel. 

If the town meeting finally passes the 
school budget tonight, it will go on to act on 
remaining town department budgets. About 
half remain to be approved. 

Monday is likely the earliest town meeting 
will get into the non-budget articles on the 
warrant. 

Among the non-budget articles of greatest 
interest are a proposed sign by-law, 
presentation of a long-range program on 
improvements to school grounds, 
replacement of the town incinerator, senior 
citizen meeting center. 24-hour dog-leash law. 
equal rights law for students and sale of town- 
owned property. 

School Budget 

At Monday’s session the chairmen of the 
Finance and School Committees told how the 
two boards worked closely and at length in 
reaching agreement on the final school 
figures. 

School Chairman Parkhurst expressed 
regret more than once during the evening that 


more money cannot be spent on arts, music 
and the humanities. “This is not the year,” he 
said 

Later in the evening Parkhurst com¬ 
mented that “it never does seem to be the 
year” for arts, music and the humanities. For 
instance, there is no instrumental instruction 
at the junior high school level now, Chairman 
Parkhurst said. 

Latin and German instruction at the high 
school are being phased out and physical 
education is being cut because of budget 
reductions. Parkhurst said. 

The chairman said the School Committee 
is hopeful to retain smaller classes for slow 
learners but pointed out this means larger 
classes for the others. 

The open campus (max-ed) program ♦ 
the high school will continue, as will the policy 
of not hiring substitute teachers on the first 
day of absences. Both policies save money, he 
said. 

The school chairman talked about how 
much the state’s special needs law is costing 
the town. He also said the committee is in¬ 
creasingly concerned that budget cuts are 
affecting the quality of education at the high 
school level. 

When the committee prepared its budget 
in November, it had allocated $7.4 million for 
personal services (salaries). That figure is 
now $6.8 million.

Steps have been made to recall four School 
( ommittee persons following the board’s 
recent reaffirmation to bring Metco to 
Winchester. 

The last week has seen these .develop¬ 
ments in the recall story: 

Last Thursday representatives of 
< itizens for Responsible Education in Win¬ 
chester (Crew) filed affidavits for recall 
petitions under the new charter. 

On Monday, the town clerk received an 
opinion from Town Counsel Douglas A. 
Randall that there is no legal basis for recall 
under the charter which was voted into law in 
March. 

Crew officials have unofficially in¬ 
dicated to The Star that they may seek to 
reverse the town counsel’s ruling in the 
courts. 

The four committeepersons mentioned in 
the affidavits are Stephen R. Parkhurst. the 
chairman: Robert S. Frank, Catherine R. 
Fallon and Richard D. Pharo. 

The recall of Committeeman Robert T. 
Pritchard will not be sought since he is 
leaving office at the conclusion ol the annual 
town meeting now in progress 

Tke recall of Committeeperson Mary G. 
Pronski will also not be sought since she voted 
against permitting the Metropolitan Council 
for Educational Opportunity to begin a 
program of education here. 

Crew officials told The Star that the 
group’s executive board will likely meet later 
in the week to decide what to do in the face of 
Town Counsel Randall’s ruling that recall is 
not possible. 

Crew chairman Stanley Hewis said that 
court action is a distinct possibility. 
Indications from the School Committee are 
that the board will fight to the end any recall 
challenge. 

Crew submitted last Thursday to the town 
clerk a statement of grounds for recall of the

♦ our committeeperson:, accompanied In 
approximately 270 signatures for each per¬ 
son’s recall in accordance with the new 
charter. 

Town Counsel Randall stated in an opinion 
to Town Clerk Elsie M. Nelson that recall is 
not possible until the town is divided by the 
selectmen into eight voting districts. 

At present the town has six precincts. The 
recall section of the new charter states that to 
initiate a recall move signatures from the 
eight voting districts of the town must he 
obtained. 

But the town will not be divided into eight 
voting districts until next year, after the 
selectmen redraw the town. 


The town counsel’s communication also 
points out that an officeholder who has been 
elected within the last three months cannot be 
subject to recall. 

Committeeman Frank was elected for the 
first time to the committee in March. Prior to 
that he was filling an unexpired term by 
appointment. 

The counsel wrote: “I would conclude that 
tke requirement of the before-mentioned 
sections can only be clearly and unam¬ 
biguously satisfied in full after the town 
election next year; and that consequently the 
proferred affidavits have no present legal 
sufficiency there being no other provisions of 


The committee also voted recently to 
charge out-of-town summer school students a 
$40 tuition fee. 

In addition the committee set a policy on 
what constitutes full and part time em¬ 
ployees. Anyone who works six hours a day 
for 39 weeks a year is considered a full time 
employee. 

Anyone working less is considered part- 
time. Some time in the future the committee 
may ask the Personnel Board to consider 
traffic supervisors and lunchroom superin¬ 
tendents as permanent part-time employees 
to permit them to get vacation pay and other 
benefits. 

But because of the budget squeeze this 
year, it’s not possible now. the committee 
indicated. 

The School Committee recently voted 5-1 
against a move to charge students of ABC 
House a $500 tuition fee. 

The action came following a move by 
Committeeperson Mary G. Pronski to return 
to the policy of charging ABC students $500 
for their education in Winchester. 

“If the group feels this is so beneficial to 
the town,” Mrs. Pronski told The Star, “they 
should work a little harder and not have 
everyone contribute to a charity not of their 
choice.” 

ABC stands for A Better Chance. A 
private, charitable group, ABC in Winchester 
owns a house at 2 I)ix street where students 
from other parts of the country live while

being educated in Winchestaer. There are 10 
students at 2 Dix street. 

The students generally come from areas 
considered educationally lacking. They stay 
here through their high school years. Mrs. 
Pronski sought the $500 tuition for the first 
year with the tuition waived for the other 

year- 

Mrs. Pronski said that when the students 
first came here in 1971 they were charged the 
$500 tuition but the committee the next year 
decided to drop the fee. 

Mrs. Pronski also said that ABC House 
pays no taxes to the town since it is a tax- 
exempt charitable group. The com¬ 
mitteeperson. who was also the only com¬ 
mittee member voting against Metco, said 
the tuition issue hasn’t come before the 
committee since 1972 

She then moved that the executive board ol 
ABC House meet annually with the 
superintendent of schools and the committee 
review the program annually. The vote was 5- 
1 in favor, with Committeeman Robert T. 
Pritchard voting against. 

School Committeeman Chairman Stephen 
R. Parkhurst explained to The Star why he 
voted against the move to charge the students 
tuition. “I think the incremental cost is small, 
the program has substantial citizen support 
and interest and adds to the life of the senior 
high school.”

Thirty-five persons Tuesday night learned 
about Aberjona Citizens for Transportation 
(Act) and judged for themselves whether a 
dial-a-bus system would, as Gary Watros of 10 
Mason st. phrased it, “improve the quality of 
life in Winchester,” 

Act, with representative members from 
the League of Women Voters, Council on 
Aging, the WBA, owner of a Winchester taxi 
company and a technician from the United 
States Department of Transportation, was 


The mystery of the many breaks and 
robberies at the Parkview Apartments bet¬ 
ween Feb. 20 and March 20 may be solved. 

Last Friday, after following up in¬ 
formation provided by residents of the 
apartment house on 200Swanton st., and with 
the assistance of Newton and Framingham 
police, Lt. William Haggerty and Sgt. Roland 
Roy of the Winchester Police Department 
arrested suspect Daniel Boudreau, 22, of 
Framingham on 12 complaints of receiving 
stolen property and breaking and entering. 

The following is the police report on the 
case: 

Last Friday, Haggerty and Roy obtained a 
search warrant and with the help of 
Framingham police and the manager of the 
apartment house where Boudreau, lived with 
his wife, entered and found properties mat¬ 
ching the description of articles stolen from 
units at the Parkview complex, others 
allegedly stolen in Framingham, and a 
quantity of drugs and related paraphenalia. 
When Boudreau and his wife returned home, 
the suspect was informed of his rights, shown 
the search warrant and placed under arrest 

He was booked at the Framingham police 
station for alleged drug charges, receiving 
stolen property and breaking and entering 
and held in $2,500 bail. Later he was released 
on personal recognizance. 

After Haggerty and Roy obtained proper

legal papers, the'suspect was transported to 
the Winchester Police Department, hooked, 
fingerprinted, charged with complaints and 
later released on $200 bail. 

He was to have been arraigned at the 
Woburn District Court Monday but the 
alleged suspect defaulted by not appearing. A 
warrant has been issued for his further 
arrest. 

The Parkview robberies began last Feb. 21 
and continued intermittently until March 20. 
Entrance in most all cases was through the 
bedroom window. 

The first description of the robbery 
suspect was on March 19 when a female 
resident of the apartment house reported 
seeing a young man with long hair, a 
mustache and wearing a leather jacket, 
leaving her apartment by the window. His 
head and shoulders were already through the 
window and out of sight. 

The next day another resident reported to 
the Parkview security officer that a young 
man came to her door looking for a friend and 
then disappeared. 

This woman, who said she takes daily 
walks up and down the corridors of the 
building, noticed the same young man in the 
corridor twice, the second time carrying a 
portable television

native in transportation. Emerging during 
the last five years, a Massachusetts Institute 
of Technology professor introduced its theory 
in 1968. 

“It is similar to a taxi but one vehicle is not 
used to transport one party to one place,” 
explained Watros. “in effect the vehicle is 
shared “and it comes to the people." 

A compromise between a bus and a taxi, 
basically the system is v ’iat its appellation 
signifies. 

The customer wi)’ call a dispatcher an 
hour, a day or a week in advance, and the 
dispatcher will send a bus 

The bus will meanwhile have picked up 
others and dropped them off, before picking 
the requestee up and driving him to his 
destination. 

According to Watros dial-a-buses were 
started in Belgium and Canada. In 1972 thev 
hit the United States. At the DOT’s count last 
summer there wer* 80 throughout the US 

Dial-a-bus is being considered by Act as 
only an intra-community transportation 
device. 

According to Charles Fiske, member of 
WBA and Act, from the business viewpoint 
dial-a-bus “is a method to get the people 
downtown.” 

Fiske mentioned the limited parking space 
in Winchester Center. “It takes a pretty good 
driver to parallel park on Mount Vernon 
street,” he noted, referring to the difficulties 
of backing into a space with a continuing 
onslaught of cars coming from behind. 

He explained the premium system which 
demand-responsive transportation might 
bring on the scene, whereby a customer could 
purchase say. $15 or $20 dollars worth of 
goods, and the merchant would pay for a part 
or the whole trip back home 

According to Watros, after World War II. 
as the car gained in popularity and the gas 
rationing of the war years ceased, people 
moved to the suburbs, out of reach from mass 
transit. 

“Now, suburbs are slaves lo the 
automobile." he contended. 

With automobile dominance comes energy 
and pollution problems. Watros’ research 
indicated in one year cars dump 7(><),()(•(• tons 
of pollutants into the air and use 75 billion 
gallons of gasoline. 

“The figures point to the need in the up¬ 
coming years for everyone to develop a 


transit mentality,” Watros said. “People 
whould think transit rather than cars. The 
second or third car is not as necessary as we 
once thought.” 

Watros pointed out several transportation 
related problems: 

Winchester's large ridership on the B&M 
makes lor overflowing parking at 
Wedgemere Station. According to a rumor, 
•he parking lot and the area around it. owned 
by B&M might be paved, said Watros, noting 
the loliage which would be destroyed. 

A second problem is the Rte. 3 bus which 
costs 60 or 65 cents, has no place to leave cars 
and offers no shelter. 

Pending federal legislation may he the 
cause of other problems 

Watros referred to an Environmental 
Protection Agency bill, about to be 
promulgated, which deals with the inside of 
Rte. 495. 

The law requires employers of 50 or more 
persons to reduce the number of driver-only 
cars in a company parking lot by 25 percent 
by next June. 

Alternatives would be mass transit or a 
ear pool. 

Energy legislation might present a fourth 
difficulty. 

Watros said A1 Ullman, chairman of the 
l S. House Ways and Means Committee, 
proposed a gas tax and an excise tax based on 
a car’s mileage. 

“Roth these regulations make gas more 
expensive and will force a lot ol us to search 
for alternatives.” 

More automobile problems may conic 
lr°m Winchester Hospital's parking problem. 
Although the new parking garage might ease 
things temporarily, the hospital is growing 
and the parking problem will return 
someday, predicted Watros. 

He mentioned the Dix street dental center 
where the parking lot has barely enough room 
for patrons, leaving employees to park on the 
street. “It just doesn’t look nice.” Watros 
said. 

And then there’s the soon to he built Stop 
and Shop which will cause more traffic and 
parking problems. 

Most everyone in the audience was well- 
acquainted with the ever present problem of 
chauffering. “How many times do we make

Winchester Has 
21 Ceta Workers 


Last July Winchester helped 21 men and 
women, white and blue collar workers, attain 
jobs. 

Under the federal Comprehensive 
Emergency Training Act (Ceta), Winchester 
was allotted $127,000 for unemployed car¬ 
penters, painters and office workers. 

Presently in Winchester there are two 
clerks and an acting dog officer at the police 
station, 11 laborers (painters and car¬ 
penters). an accountant in the comptroller’s 
office, a clerk in the treasurer’s office and the 
election and registration office. 

Also two engineering assistants in the 
engineering department, a bookkeeper- 
stenographer in the selectmen’s office and 
John O’Hearn, administrative assistant, in 
the selectmen’s office. 

According to O’Hearn there is a clerk 
vacancy in the Highway Department. He 


explained Woburn handles the Ceta personnel 
area for Winchester. 

Medford, the sub-grantee area under the 
Cooperative Area Manpower Planning 
System, undertakes manpower planning for 
Winchester, Everett. Malden. Medford. 
Melrose, North Reading, Stoncham. 
Wakefield, Burlington, Wilmington and 
Woburn. 

Under Ceta, the authority to plan and 
operate manpower programs with a 
minimum of federal controls was given to 
states or units of local government. 

Also, categorical programs were 
eliminated. Instead local sponsors were 
authorized to provide services to a broad 
range of participants. 

The jobs’ durations are eight months to 
one year. 

O’Hearn said the prime goal of the 
program is to “train persons and make them 
job ready.” The department supervisor 
handles the training aspect. 

Nine more jobs might be implemented in 
the near future, he continued.

Similar Anti-Metco Campaigns 
No Accident, Says Opponent 


The following story appeared 
in the March 7 Lawrence 
Eagle-Tribune, written by staff 
writer Pat Ha illy with a 
Middleton dateline. It is 
reprinted in its entirety. 

Similarities between anti- 
Metco campaigns in Middleton 
and other communities in the 
state are no accident, the 
Eagle-Tribune learned last 
night. 

Arthur Hewis of Winchester , 
who says he is considered an 
authority on Metco, told the 
Eagle-Tribune last night he has 
worked closely with Middleton 
and other communities across 
the state in their fights against 
Metco. 

Hewis said he has been an 
active opponent of Metco since 
1967. lie has been closely 
associated with a recent anti- 
Metco campaign in Win¬ 
chester. That town voted 
against a Metco proposal 3-2 in 
a referendum there this week. 

Similarities were noted 
between material passed out in 
Winchester by the Committee 
for Responsible Education in 
Winchester and a new anti- 
Metco group in Middleton. 
C.R.A.M. (committee for 
Responsible Action in Mid¬ 
dleton (Cram). 

Hewis’s son, Stanely J. 
Hewis, is president of Crew and 
Harris and his daughter hav 
been active in the Winchester 
battle, he said. 

A duplicate of a flyer passed 
out by anti-Metco groups in 
Winchester this week, the flyer 
charged that Brookline pays 
719,065 for the Metco program 
and receives only $233,837 in 
reimbursements from the 
state. 

Supt. of Schools Robert 
Sperber of Brookline told the 
Eagle-Tribune last night, “The 
taxpayers in Brookline don’t 
pay a penny to Metco. The 
program costs $295,000, all of 
which is paid for by a state 
grant. There were no local 
costs whatsoever." 

School Committee member 
Anne Angers told the Eagle- 
Tribune that allegations in the 
flyer that Metco coordinators 
would cost the town $15,000 per 
year, that coordinators would 
receive tenure after three 
years were also untrue. 

“They said that Saugus voted 
Metco out. Saugus never had 
Metco in. They simply voted 
not to participate in the 
program,” she said. 

Mrs. Angers said she was 
troubled that the flyer was 
signed only with the name 
Cram. 

“The only thing we know 
about that group is that the 
president is Chris Massios, the 
vice-president is his wife. 
Dioane, and the secretary is 
Sandra Pollock. Noonehas any 
idea who is involved in it and 
they won’t say.” 

Hewis said last night he has 
been active in helping towns 
across the state fight Metco 
and Metro proposals and that 
he has both talked to and met 
with Middleton residents on the 
subject. 

Hewis, who said he has been 
on radio and television several 
times to debate the Metco 
issue, terms quality education 
his goal. 

He noted that he has filed 
bills for the repeal of the racial 
imbalance law and has won 28 
out of 30 referendum in Win¬ 
chester during his career, most 
of them dealing with education. 
“We have been involved in 
Dedham, Winthrop, Lexington, 
Arlington, Belmont, Middleton, 
and several other communities 
who has sought our help,” 
Hewis noted. 

Hewis said he feels the Metco 
program is a concept that 
attempts to get four, five and 
six-year-olds into local school 
systems in order to get a

EDITORIAL 

Recall An Unwise Move 

The move to recall four Winchester School Committees persons is ill 
advised even without addressing the questionable legality of the plan. 

The disruption that will hit the school system if the move goes any fur ¬ 
ther will surely be felt down the line to the children in the schools. 

A prolonged legal battle is sure to follow if the citizens’ group continues 
with its insistence on punishing the School Committee for its failure to bow 
to the results of the? recent referendum advising against involving Win¬ 
chester in Metco. 

The action of the citizens group (Citizens for Responsible Education in 
Winchester Crew) can only bo. called vindictive. Upset by the committee’s 
decision to stick with earlier support of Metco in educating primarily 
black children in Winchester, Crew filed papers to put the process of recall 
in motion. 

While it is laudatory for citizens to become involved in their town 
government, it is incumbent on them to consider the possible result of their 
actions. Their goal should be to advance the quality of education in Win¬ 
chester, not to harm it. 

Some people in Winchester still think the School Committee in some way 
acted illegally in voting to continue its Metco plan. 

These people should remember that the referendum was advisory, that 
the School Committee didn’t ask for it, that only half of the town’s electorate 
bothered going to the polls election day and of the half that went, only a little 
more than half of them cared enough to vote on Metco. 

So when the School Committee says it is representing all the people of 
Winchester, not just the relatively small percent who voted against Metco, 
it is making a good point. A majority of the voters didn’t express a 
preference either way on Metco. 

School Committees in Massachusetts are autonomous bodies perhaps 
in part for tin* very reason shown at the Winchester polls. They must have 
the authority to represent all of the people and not bend to the often 
capricious attitudes created during elections. 

The Star repeats a point it made in an editorial following the committee’s 
action to uphold its pro-Metco position: 

"The committee was following a noble and difficult course, It deserves 
the support of the community and nothing less.

Education in Winchester.

It seems incredible to me that despite all 
the concern about false and misleading in¬ 
formation generated over the past few weeks, 
Crew is still dispensing its share of inac¬ 
curacies and inattention to key details. I refer 
specifically to their letter to the editor 
published in last week's Star.. 

In the first place, Crew tried to link 
Winchester’s declining SAT scores and 
secondar\ curriculum with Metco. 1 guess 
their purpose is to advance the argument that 
the School Committee should work on some of 
its existing problems before introducing 
Metco 

The School Committee feels that it can and 
should do both. However, be that as ‘it may. 
Winchester’s declining SAT scores are part of 
a national trend. Educators are presently 
trying to assess the reasons for this trend, but 
so far has been unable to determine why 

Neither can the Winchester School 
Committee or tin- Winchester educational 
staff. However, the committee is pressing the 
administration hard in areas of assessment, 
evaluation and accountability 

It is not true that "22 percent of our 
secondary school students are not being 
reached by curricula or programs of the 
School Committee " It is true that the high 
school evaluation report remarked that non 
college bound students are not being served as 
well in Winchester as those who are heading 
for college 

The School Committee has directed the 
administration to develop plans to improve 
the academic offerings and better serve tin* 
general student The administration’s report 
on their plans is scheduled to be brought 
before the committee in May. 

It is misleading to compare the Metco 
coordinator’s salary with teacher's salaries. 
It should be compared with coordinator’s 
salaries, here and in other towns 

Winchester has four coordinators whose 
salaries range from $17, non to $21,000 The 
Metco coordinator’s salar\ has been 
budgeted at $14,000, the same figure as the 
Bedford Metco coordinator The position of 
Metco coordinator will have educational 
qualifications and requirements which will be 
specified by Winch" .ter administrators, 
notwithstanding what done in Arlington

If, for any "USOn.Mcu ov Implied in the 
future, the position would ase t< ex ist and 
the individual filling that position would also 
be dropped. 

School Committee minutes do not contain 
any quotations. All statements are 
paraphrased by the secretary. The Crew 
statement was not even a correct quotation of 
the paraphrase 


At the March 10, 197f>, School Committee 
meeting, I explained the correct in¬ 
terpretation of my remarks to mean that the 
School Committee should take over its 
leadership functions and vote the Metco 
question prior to the special town meeting. 

Also at the March 10 School Committee 
meeting, I read the 1974-75 Metco budget 
submitted by the Town of Brookline. The total 
amount budgeted was $295,446. Furthermore, 
Dr. Robert I Sperber, superintendent of 
schools for the Town of Brookline, authorized 
this direct quotation: "The Town of Brookline 
pays absolutely nothing from local taxes for 
their Metco Program. All budgeted items are 
fully funded by the state." 

Crew members were present to hear this 
correct statement of the cost of the Brookline 
Metco Program, and I fail to understand why 
they still insist on misrepresenting the 
Brookline situation. 

At a School Committee meeting held on 
Friday, Feb. 28, 1975, a direct question was 
asked of each of the five School Committee 
members present with respect to the cost of 
the Metco program to the Winchester tax 
payer. 

Each School Committee member present 
replied individually that the state would bear 
the full cost of the Metco program, with no 
direct cost to the Town of Winchester. 

This is still our understanding, and the 
School Committee must base its decisions on 
real, rather than imagined situations. 

Perhaps the School Committee should 
consider the establishment of a political 
science course as part of its adult education 
program. This course might focus on some of 
the basic elements of our democratic system, 
including representative democracy and 
moral responsibility, and stressing such 
precepts of leadership as ethics and integrity.

After hearing the state of the national 
economy from the people .who are supposed to 
be in charge of the federal budget, one v> ; hes 
the local Finance Committee could be it to 
Washington to help straighten out the mess. 

The handling of federal expenditures, until 
recent budget reforms, was sloppy tind 
haphazard to such a degree that 
Congressmen saw no total budget package 
and went as long as two years voting on 
separate funding proposals and amendments 
without any idea of what the total budget 
would be. 

Two schools of thought are apparent in 
Washington: one to create jobs and initiate 
spending programs- the other to cut spen¬ 
ding in fear that increased spending will 
necessitate printing of new money and 
massive federal borrowing which will dry up 
cash and drive up interest rates. 

President Gerald Ford calls on Congress 
to respond to real national deadlines. 
Discussion of who should receive tax rebates 
has become political, he says. The rebate 
should be looked at as to how it will affect all 
Americans. The economy cannot be treated 
as an abstract divorced from the lives of the 
citizens—this leads to unfortunate proposals, 
says Ford. 

The tax cut is a small piece of the action 
that must be taken, especially i com¬ 
prehensive energy program. sa\s the 
President. "The nation’s current economic 
and energy situation is so critical ih.it the 
deadline for action cannot be pushed hack 
indefinitely,” he says. "Every day of delay 
makes the US more vulnerable .to decisions by 
foreign oil cartels " 

President Ford believes Americans have 
the spirit and willingness to accept the hard 
choices required to regain economic stability 
and achieve energy independence. He and the 
people arc waiting for Congress to catch up. 
he says, urging citizens to talk back to their 
government officials and let them know their 
feelings. 

Treasury Secretary William Simon sees 
economic improvement this year. He echoes 
the President’s call for public response, 
saying his most Important job is to make 
people aware of what is going on and the 
dangerous direction in which we are headed 
things will not change until it is (jemanded of 
Congress, he says 

"A measured, balanced approach to our 
economy, an approach which is t ed on a 
belief in free enterprise and in its efficiency 
and flexibility, is a more accurate guide for 
our policy than an approach based on emotion 
and a fundamental lack of faith in our 
economic system, says Simon. 

"If we can come to realize and appreciate 
that our economic system still functions ef¬ 
fectively. that the laws of supply and demand 
still apply, and that the essential underlying 
principles of Economics 101 still live, then I 
think all of us can have greater confidence 
about the future of our economy.'' he says. 

Erosion of public confidence is one of 
today’s most critical problems -ays 
Seeretnrs Simon whil ■ he expects the 
unemp! \ incut rate to go up me more 
ever) i eccssion contains tl eed ol its ow 
recovery, Simon feels. As in the past these 
natural forces will bring a bottoming out 
during the middle of this year.

Noting special factors such as quadrupling 
of oil prices and explosion of food prices, 
Simon says "the most fundamental reason for 
our economic troubles today is that for more 
than a decade, we, as a nation, have horribly 
abused this gronfeconomic system of ours." 

He cites the rapid growth in the federal 
budget to over $300 billion and growth in 
government’s share of Gross National 
Product, creation of too much money, growth 
in government regulations which encumber 
every phase of business and industry and cost 
consumers billions of dollars. 

"Even with the best of intentions we are 
gradually dismantling the free enterprise 
system that has always been the foundation of 
our strength and proposerity,” says Simon. 

For the future he suggests restoring 
discipline to li < ;d and monetary affairs and 
not adopting excessive spending policies this 
spring; lifting the hand of government 
regulation: renewing the free enterprise 
system by shifting away from policies that 
encourage consumption and spending toward 
those that encourage savings, investment and 
capital formation and building on the 
strengths of America instead of harping on 
what’s wrong with'America. 

James Lynn, Director, Office of 
Management and Budget, says the rate of 
President’s tax cut will provide some 
stimulus to the economy. The problem is that 
if you start with a large budget deficit, add a 
tax cut, public service jobs and additional 
unemployment coverage, the instinctive 
reaction is to borrow more money. 

If government does this it will hurt the 
economy, says Lynn. The housing decline 
happened because there was no money when 
interest rates went up, he says. Higher in¬ 
terest rates mean higher payments, causing 
inflation. 

I .ynn predicts a housing recovery starting 
in a couple of months because inflation .will be 
down and money will be going back to the 
savings and loans. If the federal government 
is forced by the deficit to borrow too much 
money in the open market more demand will 
lie created lor the remaining funds available 
and this will drive interest rates up again. 

If interest rates go up there will he no 
housing recovery and business will not be 
able to borrow if the federal government 
takes too much money out of circulation. 

Lynn says he does not see how Secretary 
Simon can finance Congressional programs

The School Committee has had better 
weeks than the one just past. 

They deserve better, Lord knows, but 
when things get tough everyone seems to pick 
on the School Committee. 

Now people are talking about recalling 
some members of the board. From time to 
time I hear people express the wish that they 
could recall the editor of their newspaper, 
though I prefer to think of it as impeach. 

In any case, the School Committee and the 
Finance Committee last Thursday concluded 
many months of intense negotiations on the 
school budget. Everything was cut to the 
bone—to the hone! 

If you don’t believe, just listen to the 
conservative voices in town, who are now 
complaining about Latin and German being 
dropped at the high school. 

Everyone wants the committee to drop 
whatever it is they are not interested in. 

I attended a very strange meeting last 
Thursday night between the two committees. 
I am not going to attempt to describe that 
meeting. That would take more space than 1 
could ever hope to acquire. 

But I’ll summarize briefly this way.The 
two committees disagreed over about $66,000 
in the school budget. The difficulty was that 
neither board seemed to know exactly how 
much they differed or where they differed. 

You can’t know how complicated these - 
meetings get until you’ve been to pne. But 
anyway, eventually it was determined that 
the two committees (among other things) 
didn’t like what the other had in for unan¬ 
ticipated expenses. 

No agreement could be reached so each 
hoard retired to a separate room to discuss 
among its own members how it would deal 
with the impasse. 

When the boards returned each offered the 
other a little compromise. Maybe Finance 
would buy it, maybe School would not. Then 
the boards would discuss the matter together 
and then retire. 

This went on for three or four different 
times. At one point, when the two boards 
came together, School Committeeman Robert 
S. Frank said: "We traded Pritchard and me 
for two of you and you are going to get a 
future draft choice." 

All sorts of compromises were offered and 
discussed at length. Eventually the com¬ 
mittees reached agreement with neither side 
happy. 

Anyone who says the School Department 
budget isn’t tight this year doesn’t know what 
he is talking about.

Moves were made at the town meeting now 
in progress to cut the teachers’ step merit 
raises. The teachers are always an easy 
target in times of economic woe. 

I wonder, though, why we don’t make a 
move to cut the raises of all School Depart¬ 
ment employees and, in fact, all town em¬ 
ployees? 

From the top down. And the town meeting 
indicated it would like the School Committee 
to evaluate all the teachers for performance. 
Why then not evaluate all town employees?

Three expressions I have heard enough of:

What a 
pompous statement! My constituents! Who 
the hell knows what his " constituents" want?

They represent no one 
else but themselves. Town meeting members 
aren’t chosen to speak for an area or a group. 
They are chosen as a smgle voice.

Recently the citizenry of Winchester 
witnessed a display of misuse of power by its 
School Committee which typifies much that is 
wrong with the political scene as it stands 
today. 

In the past, referenda dealing with the 
emotionally charged issue of the Metco 
busing program for Winchester it was clearly 
evident that the majority of citizens voiced 
their opposition about a program that would 
not be conducive to the educational well-being 
of our children. 

This does not infer that the majority of 
citizens abide by a negative or anti-social 
attitude, but rather that they are economic- 
minded people who maintain a realistic ap¬ 
proach to their educational priorities.

Get Out Of Real 
Estate Business 

EDITOR OF THE STAR: 

The following is excerpted from a letter 
sent to all TMMs. 

We wish to express concern over the town- 
owned houses near Washington School. We 
feel strongly that: 

1. Positive action must be taken at this 
town meeting. 

As there will be no school expansions, the 
School Committee has released the houses to 
the selectmen. The planning Board recom¬ 


mends sale of these houses. There is no 
reason to prolong indecision. 

2. Residents of the.area should suffer no 
longer. 

The neighborhood has deteriorated since 
the town took possession of the houses. 
Necessary repairs have not been made for 
years. 

3 The town should not be in the real estate 
business. 

A. As a matter of principle, it is not the 
function of town selectmen to manage real 
estate. The organization of town government 
is not geared for real estate management: 
there is not the personnel, nor do selectmen 
have authorization to spend money for 
repairs. 

B. Three of these houses are now vacant 
(one fire-damaged, another severely van¬ 
dalized). These houses have not brought in 
revenue for some time. 

C. Any gains are accumulated at the 
expense of the tenants and neighboring 
residents. The value of nearby houses is 
significantly decreased by the shabby 
disrepair of the town-owned houses. 
Collecting rents without upkeep is known as 
"milking” in the real estate business and is 
unworthy of Winchester. 

We ask all residents to share our cor,^ 
and ask their TMMs to recommend im¬ 
mediate sale to private owners who will have 
the incentive to fix them up and make our 
neighborhood pleasant once again.

For whatever reason, my remarks to the 
School Committee were distorted in the artice 
about the School Committee budget meeting 
as printed in the March 20 issue of The Star. 

At the time I was not concerned with 
reducing the athletics program per sc. I had 
asked a question in relation to the proposal to 
reduce the number of gym periods from the 
present five periods a week to three as an 
economy measure 

If such an economy measure was 
necessary. I wanted to know why they felt it 
was preferable to deprive all high school 
students of two periods of physical education 
a week (72 periods all told) rather than cut¬ 
ting back on athletic programs in which only 
a small percentage of the student body was 
involved 

I cannot state the actual percentage 
because the figures were not available. The 
figure stated in the budget is misleading 
because it does not distinguish between the 
number of single individuals as against those 
students participating in two or more 
programs. 

One of the answers given was that to cut 
back on athletic programs would antagonize 
many parents. It was at this point I made the 
remark reported in The Star to the effect that 
having shown courage in one instance I knew 
they could rise to another when they deemed 
it wise. 

If it seemed to be a challenge it was 
unintentional. I prefer to think of it as en¬ 
couragement to face the hard decisions 
before them with reasoned judiciousness.

Section 27 and 28. Dealers and distributors 
must accept empty containers of any type and 
brand the dealer or distributor sells. 

Section 29. A & B. A container must have 
refund value affixed to it in some way, except 
bottles with brands permanently marked on 
them which are not less than five cents refund 
value. 

Section 29C. Bans pop-top cans.

It has been suggested that the budget 
proposal for educational programs mandated 
under Chapter 70(5 will be opposed at town 
meeting. In 1973-74. those programs served 
584 Winchester children; more have been 
identified this year since the law has required 
the schools to do so. 

Those 584 children range from pupils 
receiving no more than an hour a week of 
special help, to children in special 'classes 
part or all of the day. to a few in special 
schools or residences. 

They were receiving help in every grade, 
in every school in town (with the probable 
exception of the high school, where services 
were almost non-existent until this year): 204 
receiving speech therapy. 155 learning 
disability tutoring. 53 other special needs 
tutoring, 34 in special classes for the mentally 
retarded or emotionally disturbed, 14 in 
special classes for learning disabilities and 
the remaining 04 outside our system. 

I am writing this letter to urge our town 
meeting members to support this budget in 
total and to urge the parents, friends, neigh 
hors and teachers of children with special 
needs to call their town meeting members 
apd also urge them to support this budget. 

The special needs budget is not for a frills 
program! Chapter 700 represnets basic 
education for 13 percent of our school children 
this year. 

It is required by law. It is their right to a 
public education. It is overdue. 

Neither our School Committee nor our 
school administration should apologize for 
this budget it is not for "‘one of the best” 
programs in the area, it is for minimal 
compliance with the law. 

I believe the School Committee and the 
administration have been careful to avoid 
extravagances. They deserve our support and 
our children need it. Shirley Moore

"I’d been told that if I got through the first 
year of medical school that grants would 
become easier, and they did." 

What was the professional climate for a 
woman in medical school in the early 1960s? 
“I really found no prejudice. The demand of 
your time and work segregates you from the 
rest of the world. I was one of eight girls in a 
class of 150. I had more doors opened for me 
and microscopes carried than ever in my 
life.” 

It was during her internship in pediatrics 
at King’s County Medical School in Brooklyn 
that the McCormacks met. They were 
married in 1963 and in August of 1965 their 
son, Michael, was born. 

Following their internships, Bill was 
called to Pakistan to work for the U.S. 
government at the Seato Cholera Research 
Laboratory in Bangledcsh. 

"We had a very unique experience. I had 
seen and had to practice medicine in an ivory 
tower. In Pakistan, we had a taste of the 
personal and social factors that surround 
medicine. 

“Fortunately, living conditions w'ere 
excellent, which was important with a young 
baby. I was able to do volunteer work in a 
mission hospital and also served as U.S. 
consulate physician.” 

The McCormacks returned to the U.S. in 
1967 to begin residencies at Massachusetts

most difficult time for us. We were making a 
living wage, but it wasn’t much. 

“We had a girl living with us from Hon¬ 
duras to help care for Michael, and we lived 
near the hospital for convenience. Bill and I 
arranged it so that we worked together and 
were off together and were with Michael 
together.” 

In 1970, after finishing their residencies, 
the McCormacks adopted Glen. "I took the 
summer off and went to Cape Cod. I thought 
that I would not work full-time and in Sep¬ 
tember, after buying our house in Winchester, 

I began work part-time in a clinic in Boston.” 

By March of the following year, Dr. 
McCormick had made the decision to go into 
full-time practice in Melrose, where there 
was a need for pediatricians. In May they 
adopted their daughter, Charlotte. 

By this time, Dr. McCormack was 
becoming aware of some of the advantages of 
being at or.ee a mother of young children and 
a pediatrician giving advice to young 
mothers. 

"There is such a distance between training 
ami practice. In training you are often dealing 
with critically ill children. You don’t always 
have these crisis problems in day to day 
practice. I don’t see how you could answer all 
the patient’s questions without practical 
experience. 

"It’s much easier to give advice to others 
having had children of your own. I feel that I 
have a lot to give.” 

Dr. McCormack sees her schedule as 
demanding but flexible. She is on call several 
nights a week and every fourth weekend, but 
can be at home on call. She has Wednesdays 
off and has the flexibility of taking weeks off 
when needed. 

She sees pediatrics as an ideal field for 
her. “I had planned to go into surgery, but 
surgery doesn't lend itself well to a sign-out' 
situation. You do have to compromise if you 
plan to marry and have the fulfillment of a 
marriage and family. I've been lucky to have 
the best of both worlds.” 

McCormack has had live-in babysitters 
most of the time since her children were 
young. She also has a man who cleans house 
two mornings a week. "It's so much easier to 
manage when you are In a financially more 
secure position.” 

A schedule that sounds staggering to many 
women is one on which Geraldine McCor¬ 
mack thrives. “I have to do this. I need the 
fulfillment. 

"I'm a better wife and mother because of 
it. We ore both very fulfilled and have a lot to 
give to each other. I think that Bill is a very 
special person; he is understanding. There 
are a lot of women who are not doing what 
they were educated to do. Whatever I do I’m 
going to pull my share of the load. Because I 
do what I do, I am liberated.”

Proposed Laws 
Would Require 
Botde Returns 

Moves are underway in New England 
states to pass laws requiring consumers to 
pay deposits on soft drink and beer containers 
to encourage return of such containers as a 
move against litter. 

Passage of this kind of legislation, say 
proponents, can save consumers millions of 
dollars a year and eliminate half the litter 
along the roadsides. 

Bottle and canning industry officials and 
many labor unions, however, contend the bills 
will cause a loss of jobs or involve too high an 
expense in new equipment to go back to 
returnable containers. 

Thus far, only Vermont, Oregon and the 
state of Washington environmentalists have 
been successful in getting returnable bottle 
bills passed. 

In Massachusetts, the bill being con¬ 
sidered would require a six-cent deposit on 
bottles and cans containing less than a quart 
and a 10-cent deposit on larger containers 

The bill would ban flip-top cans. 

The Mass. Selectmen’s Assn, has spon¬ 
sored another bill which would ban the sale of 
non-returnable bottles and cans and impose a 
$100 fine for each sale. 

Their support of the bill is because of their 
concern about litter and the rapid ac¬ 
cumulation of waste in sanitary landfills. 

In Vermont some legislators are trying to 
strengthen their 1972 law by requiring that 
bottles be refillable. Until now, they only had 
to be returnable, not necessarily reused. 

Results in Oregon are said to have shown a 
10 percent reduction in litter, a slight increase 
in prices, and a loss of income to workers in 
the bottling and canning industries. 

John H. Skinner, deputy director of the 
resources recovery division of EPA. said that 
organization would like to see national 
legislation, but does not oppose state action if 
it is phased in to reduce.impact on industries. 
He said the deposit concept is economically 
feasible. 

He indicated a national deposit law might 
create more jobs at the retail level to handle 
the container returns, but those jobs would 
pay less than industry jobs lost and therefore 
could produce a net loss in labor income. 

However, he said, studies show mandatory 
deposit legislation could reduce container 
litter by between GO and 95 percent. 

William J. McCarthy, counsel for 
Associated Industries of Massachusetts, said 
“such legislation would needlessly jeopardize 
some 3,000 jobs.” 

Everett Fuller, manager of environmental 
services for American Can Co., said the bills 
would “wipe us out as a business” and mean 
the loss of 2800 jobs in New’ England. Canners 
would not go into recycling, he said, because 
“there’s no money in that business.” __ 


Mystic Valley Health Center ; 
Council For Children Helping 


Hv Hot) Good 
MVMHC Staff 

The two words Mystic Valley mean help to 
at least 10 percent of the people in Win¬ 
chester. 

Mystic Valley Mental Health Center 
(MVMHC). which started in 1958 as a 
children's clinic to serve the five-town Mystic 
Valley area. is a growing comprehensive 
community mental health center. It has 
succeeded in achieving federal support to 
develop even more services through a federal 
staffing grant awarded last June. 

This grant will be put into action as soon as 
the state legislature completes its business on 
the governor’s deficiency budget. 

Once this is done all five communities will 
be assured of the mental health center’s in¬ 
creased capability to provide adequate adult 
outpatient care, emergency care and partial 
hospitalization in day centers as well as more 
consultation to community agencies including 
the schools. All this will be in addition to 
existing mental health services for children. 

Because children can never be adequate 
advocates for their own problems and needs, 
the state’s office for Children was started in 
1972. The office at the highest state level was 
designed to keep children’s needs con¬ 
spicuously in front of the citizens of local 

Energy Group 
Gives Selectmen 
Interim Hcport 


The Energy Conservation Committee 
recently sent an interim report to selectmen 
indicating they have met seven times since 
last Februrary, acknowledge the price of fuel 
“is beyond our control” arid agree to 
assemble and analyze all available in¬ 
formation on fuel consumption in the town for 
several years. 

The committee secretary, Michael Con¬ 
nolly. told selectmen that studies will involve 
the following areas of energy use: 

Type and quantity of fuel consumed. 
This will include electricity, fuel oils, gas. 

...Consumption of electricity in each 
building by KWH related to square feet of 
area. 

...Use pattern in each building of heat and 
electricity. 

Connolly noted the comptroller’s office 
and other town departments have been 
“cooperative in supplying information.” 

He said the committee is now working to 
determine locations and extent of waste, 
areas of high energy use and devising means 
to economize. 

They hope to establish standard operating 
procedures for all town departments in 
energy use. 

They hope to determine if waste of energy 
can be adequately resolved by the Energy 
Conservation Committee acting alone or if 
outside services may be needed. 

Connolly advised selectmen of matters 
“beyond our reach at this time." 

He noted “time has run out” for any 
review of budget requests relating to energy 
use in time for town meeting; also, per¬ 
formance of any detailed in-depth analysis of 
particular usu 

In conclusion, Connolly said the committee 
still has studies to analyze on the use and 
possible waste "f motor fuels. 

The committee expects to have a more 
complete report for distribution at town 
meeting.

It serves citizens from the ages of lVi to 85 
or older. It has offices at 31 Church st., in 
Winchester, and In Lexington and Woburn, 
and will open new offices very soon in 
Arlington and Burlington. 

Mystic Valley Council for Children is a 
citizen advocacy group with offices at the 
First Congregational Church in the center of 
Winchester. Its purpose is to keep before the 
public the very special needs of all children 
and of certain groups of children with critical 
unmet needs among which are homemaker 
services, after school day care, special needs 
recreation and shelter care for runaways. 

It is mandated by the state to review and 
recommend proposals for funding, and to 
evaluate programs that are funded. 

The Mystic Valley area board for mental 
health and retardation and the Mystic Valley 
council for children act together through a 
joint review committee to screen, recom¬ 
mend and evaluate all proposals submitted by 
human service agencies to meet children’s 
special mental health, retardation, drug and 
alcohol abuse needs.

Section 7-12 Notice of Vacancies 

“Whenever a vacancy occurs in any town 
office or town employment or in any multiple 
member body, except for positions covered 
under the civil service law of the Com 
monwealth, whether by reason of death, 
resignation, expiration of a fixed term for 
which a person has been appointed, or 
otherwise, the board of selectmen or other 
appointing authority shall forthwith cause 
public notice of the vacancy to be posted on 
the town bulletin boards for 10 days. 

“Any person who desires to be considered 
for appointment to the position may, within 10 
days following the date notice is posted, file 
with the appointing authority, a statement 


setting forth in clear and specific terms his 
qualifications for the position shall be ef¬ 
fective until at least 14 days have elapsed 
following such posting, and until all persons 
filing such statements shall have been con¬ 
sidered." 

Because of the new charter, executive 
secretary Edward Donnelly, after talking 
with town counsel Douglas Randal), informed 
selectmen that all persons presently holding 
the 39 positions are being notified to file with 
selectmen statements setting forth their 
qualifications for such positions. 

Meanwhile, during the 10 day period of 
posting and 14 days later, others may legally 
apply for positions and expect to be con¬ 
sidered. Those presently holding the jobs will 
maintain a temporary status during the 24 
days.

the double-trip trip?” Watros asked. “We 
drive someone somewhere, drive back home, 
then go out to pick them up again.” 

The “kiss ‘n’ ride” is what Watros calls the 
morning wife-driving-husband-to-train-st- 
ation routine. Dial-a-bus would eliminate her 
having to get out of bed. 

Demand-responsive transportation may 
mean the expense of a second car will be no 
more 

Using a Federal Highway Administration 
study done last April on the cost of operating 
and maintaining a second car, Watros 
estimated nine dollars a day is spent on a 
second car, assuming it is used on week days 
only, for commuting from home to work 
He compared this with three dollars for a 
bus and four dollars for a train 

Arthur Pratt, of the Council on Aging, was 
at the meeting with results from a survey 
done two years ago. 

From 10 percent sampling taken from the 
2,700 senior citizens in Winchester, Pratt said 
65 percent had no problem with Iran 
sportation, 64 percent drive their own car 
(which might account for the 65 percent with 
no problem, Pratt added), six percent always 
have a problem and three precent utilize 
cobs. 

Priorities requiring transportation were 
listed as shopping, doctors and dentists, 
church-related activities, visiting friends, 
clubs and social events and banking. 

Forty-one percent of the elderly polled 
said they would not use community tran¬ 
sportation if it was available, while 59 percent 
were divided. 

Of the 59 percent, four percent would use it 
if it were free; 33 percent would consider 
paying some fee and 21 percent would pay a 
proportionate share. 

Pratt computed the Council on Aging’s 
senior service line figures. 

The service line enables elderly to call in 
24 hours ahead for a ride. Volunteer drivers 
take them to their destination, within a three 
mile radius. 

In operation beginning the last six months 
of 1972, 31 persons requested rides during this 
time; 1973 had 83 calls and 1974 showed 124 
requests. 

"The conclusion is that most people are 
sensitive to asking neighbors for rides,” 
stated Pratt. 

According to Watros a demand responsive 
.transportation system in Winchester, 
whether public or private, would enable 
persons to save time and money in the long 
run. 

It means less yearly car inspections, less 
snow tire changing and repairs. 

It would enable a shopper to make a call 
and have something delivered to his or her 
house for about 50 cents 

It means more mobility .for the han¬ 
dicapped Dial-a-buses could be equiped with 
a wheelchair ramp or a hydraulic lift. 

• It means senior citizens could be involved 
with more activities. “Mobility is vital to 
their quality of life,” stated Watros 

“The Town would be one of the few towns 
with a viable alternative to the car," he 
continued. 

Parking lots would be less crowded, cars 
would be off the streets at night, the traffic 
flow would be smoother, the air cleaner, the 
town more serene: these were Watros' plus 
points for demand-responsive transportation 
in Winchester. 

He noted the better value the Town would 
receive for thesubisdy it pays to the MBTA, a 
quarter of a million dollars or one dollar on 
the tax rate 

“Demand-responsive transportation can 
only help in the revitalizing of the center,” he 

added 

Another benefit of the system, explained 
Watros, is the subscriber service, useful to 
commuters. 

A customer who takes the B&M into 
Boston each morning would make an 
arrangement with dial-a-bus to pick him up 
each day at 7:30 to make the 8 a.m. train, and 
be at the train station in the evenings to bring 
him home. 

According to Ron Tober, member of 
Central Transportation Planning Staff, 
USDOT, 15 or 20 metropolitan Boston towns 
“are at the same type of thought process as 
Winchester,” 

He noted the towns which were beyond this 
point: Sudbury and Chelmsford have 
demand-responsive transportation in effect. 

Dedham and Peabody are in the process of 
operating intra-community buses 
contractual arrangements between the towns 
and bus company 

Watros explained whether the Iran 
sportation system is public or private, 90 
percent of the time it could guarantee a less 
than 20-minute wait. 

He showed slides of a typical demand 
responsive bus system in Rochester, N Y. 
where the dispatcher routes, assigns and 
keeps track of the buses. 

Functioning partly on subsidies, the 
transportation’s acronymn was “Pert,” 
(Personalized Transportation) 

A card punch unit is used by the dispatcher 
to transmit the origin and destination of the 
customer to the bus driver 

Free phones were installed in downtown 
Rochester 


The transportation system is used for 
home to work trips, home to school trips, 
service to senior citizens and for feed-a bus. 
whore local transit makes contact with the 
major express units 

As more persons become oriented towards 
employing the system, the cost should be 
under one dollar per person for one way 
within a year, explained Watros 

A private system was described through 
slides of Davenport, Iowa’s shared cab 
project where Royal Cab leases 20 cabs. 

An average passenger fare is $1.03 one 
way, while in the central zone the cost is 75 
cents for one to five passengers. Premium 
service, being the sole occupant, costs an 
extra dollar 

According to Watros, Act favors a private 
enterprise system, but has by no means 
closed its mind to a subsidized program. 

“There is some chance for money of some 
sort,” he added. 

lie emphasized that the intent of a 
demand-responsive transportation system 
would not be to put the cab companies out of 
business. 

Watros said he hopes cabs will be a part of 
the system “If we become transit minded, 
we’ll become cab minded.” 

He added that the system would ease cab 
waiting time by absorbing the peaks in taxi- 
demimd. 

A bus used for the demand-responsive 
transportation system was brought to the 
meeting by the school bus distributor. 
Massachusetts Equipment Co., Acton, which 
builds the body for the Indiana-made bus 

Seating 30 persons, a company spokesman 
said the seats could be replaced with pegs to 
hold wheelchairs. 

Watros said Act, which is not affiliated 
with any interest group, will now try to 
“measure the extent of the problem of the 
town, look at alternatives and arrive at a 
recommendation.”

F'inance Member Sally Kincaid disagreed 
with her committee’s position and attempted 
to'cut the budget $111,000. which represents 
tho amount budgeted for merit raises for 
teachers, specialists and counselors. 

She said, in effect, that the merit increases 
have become automatic and shouldn’t be 

Chairman Parkhurst said to deny merit 
raises would be to judge the teachers’ per¬ 
formance as unsatisfactory. He said their 
performances had been evaluated. 

Finance Chairman Hankins said her board 
“is in no position to judge the performance of 
teachers” by denying the merit increases. 
Finance opposed. 

TMM Phyllis P Williams suggested 
leaving the money in the budget and having 
the committee award raises on the basis of 
merit following evaluations. 

There was some disagreement among 
speakers whether the contract with teachers 
requires merit raises where performance is 
satisfactory. 

The Board of Selectmen recommended 
unfavorable action on the amendment. 

TMM Carol B. Chan pointed out to deny 
merit increases would be to punish the 
younger teachers only since older teachers 
have reached their maximums. She also said 
the school system should encourage ex¬ 
perience since that affects quality. 

There was no challenge to the close vote 
which defeated Mrs. Kincaid’s proposed 
amendment. 

The move to cut $500,()()() was offered by 
TMM John A. Cheever. There was no serious 
discussion on the proposal other than from 
Cheever. 

The meeting reconvenes at 7:45 p.m. 
tonight. The public may attend and speak but 
may not vote.

Rep. Sherman W. Saltmarsh Jr. of Win¬ 
chester was among those legislators who 
voted last week to retain the concept of an 
independent commission to enforce campaign 
laws in Massachusetts. 

The vote came during an unsuccessful 
effort by Common Cause-Massachusetts to 
salvage the intent of Massachusetts voters, 
who overwhelmingly adopted the concept of a 
corrupt practices commission in an initiative 
petition last November. 

Despite a 2 to 1 vote of the people in favor 
of the commission concept, the House voted to 
scrap that idefi in favor of a director of 
campaign and political finance established by 
the legislature in 197,3. 

The argument used by those who seek to 
eliminate the commission was that the people 
did not know what they were voting for last 
November. 

Although the Senate has not yet acted, 
Common Cause spokesmen see little hope of 
saving the commission concept. 

“Those legislators who tried to retain whart 
the people voted for, despite intense pressure 
from the leadership, are to he commended,” 
said Common Cause’s legislative director 
Carolyn Stewart.

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Counsel Advises On Recall 


The following is the text of Town Counsel 
Douglas A. Randall's ruling on recall of 
School Committeepersons as presented to 
Town Clerk Elsie M, Nelson. 

By your letter dated March 21, 1975, you 
called to my attention a letter dated March 17, 
1975, addressed to you and signed by Stanley 
J. Hewis concerning the possible delivery to 
you of affidavits referred to in section 7-13 of 
the Winchester home rule charter. 

Yesterday, you supplied me with copies of 
the headings of affidavits which had been 
filed with you seeking recall petitions for four 
members of the School Committee, to wit: 
Stephen R. Parkhurst, Richard L. Pharo, 
Catherine R. Fallon, and Robert S. Frank Jr. 

Assuming that said affidavits in all other 
respects comply with the requirements of 
state law and the wording of section 7-13 
except for the fact that “at least 25 names of 
voters shall be from each of the eight districts 
into which the town is divided,” are the recall 
procedures set forth in the new town charter 
such that you might issue the recall petition 
blanks on the basis of the affidavits sub¬ 
mitted? 

In mv opinion, a careful reading of all the

4. “For being insensitive to the burdens of 
the taxpayers and spending their monies 
carelessly. 

5. “For conducting herself himself in office 
so as to thwart or attempt to thwart the will of 
the majority as expressed by town vote.” 

The officers of Crew as stated by them are 
Stanley J. Hewis, Margaret D. Galvin and 
Thomas G. Danehy. 

Crew submitted the names to Town Clerk 
Nelson with the intention that she would then 
begin to prepare recall petitions. For Crew to 
call a special election to eject from office the 
committeepersons, it would have to obtain the 
signatures of approximately 2,000 voters (not 
more than 25 percent from any one district). 

A spokesman for Crew said that the af¬ 
fidavits were obtained by one or two persons 
from the organization working in each of the 
town’s six precincts. 

The signature-gathering was done on an “I 
want to sign” basis rather than a house-to- 
house basis, the spokesman said. 

In other words, the spokesman said, the 
persons who signed the affidavits were 
selected. One of the reasons for this, ac¬ 
cording to the spokesperson, was to insure the 
validity of the signatures. 

In the event the courts rule recall legal, 
nand the required signatures (2,000) for recall 
obtained, then a special election would be 
held within 40 days (presuming the recalled 
officials don’t resign). 

At this special election the voters would 
cast ballots to approve or disapprove recall. 
At the same election they would vote for 
candidates for school committee. 

If recull fails, then the candidate races 
would be nullified. Candidate for office would 
have their names placed on the ballot in the 
normal way. 

School Committeepersons would not be 
eligible for reelection. 

The new Winchester charter doesn’t 
require any reason for recall. 

Recall of town officials in Massachusetts is 
relatively unknown. An exception is the 
recent recall election of selectmen in Saugus.

Mrs. Pronski, in defending her proposal, 
pointed out that ABC students get free lun¬ 
ches at the high school. 

“I feel we’re setting a precedent here.” 
She explained that other charitable groups 
could come in to the community and operate 
similar houses. “Ten students are the 
equivalent of three-fifths of a teacher,’ she 
said about costs. 

She said she was motivated in her move 
"because of the state of the economy.” 

Money for ABC House is raised through 
private contributions. 

“Because of the state of the economy, the 
original intent of the executive board 
organizers should be put into effect.” She said 
the original intent was to have ABC students 
pay tuition-. 

She also pointed out that the $500 tuition 
she proposed would have covered only a 
portion of the $1,300 per student cost in 
Winchester 


provisions of this charter indicates that the 
recall procedures cannot be complied with in 
several aspects prior to the division of the 
present six voting precincts into eight voting 
districts which districts are not in effect until 
the first annual town election in the year 
following the year in which the charter is 
adopted. 

The second sentence of section 7-13 (b) 
quoted above requiring that the affidavit be 
signed by “at least 25. . .voters . . .from 
each of the eight districts” is certainly not 
possible of accomplishment until after the 
creation of said eight districts. 

In a like manner, the last sentence of said 
subsection requiring that the recall petitions 
be signed by 15 percent of the voters “not 
more than 25 percent of the total number shall 
be from any one district” is also impossible of 
present compliance. 

Also of significance are the provisions of 
section 8-5. Article 8 is entitled “Transitional 
Provisions” and section 8-5 is entitled “Time 
of Taking Effect.” 

Under subsection (b), there is established 
a time schedule for the creation of the eight 
voting districts which culminates not later 
than Nov. 15 in the current year. 

Subsection (c) provides that "the 
establishment of the eight districts shall be 
effective for the purposes of the annual town 
election in the year following the year in 
which the charter is adopted.” These 
provisions modify the general rule that “the 
charter shall become fully effective upon its 
approval by the voters.” 

Of additional note should be subparagraph 
(a) of section 7-13 limiting recall to any holder 
of an elective office with more than six 
months remaining in the term for which he 
was elected and the provisions of subsection 
(g) prohibiting recall against any officer 
within three months after he takes office. 

Also compare subsection (j) which 
provides that should a vacancy occur on the 
School Committee during the 12 months 
following the adoption of the charter and prior 
to the next annual town election, that vacancy 
shall not be filled. 

I would conclude that the requirements of 
the before-mentioned sections can only be 
clearly and unambiguously satisfied in full 
after the towm election next year; and that, 
consequently, the proferred affidavits have 
no present legal sufficiency there being no 
other provisions of law under which they 
might take current effect. 

In conclusion, I would advise you that no 
action is required on your part, but that you 
should retain the affidavits as part of your 
official records. 


Rabies Clinic For 
Dogs April 12 

The annual Board of Health rabies im¬ 
munization clinic will be Saturday, April 12, 
at the Board of Health Office, Towm Hall, 
from 12:30 p.m. to 4:30 p.m. 

According to Board of Health chairman 
Michael Saraco, rabies has been prevented in 
Winchester because of this innoculation 
program. “We don’t wait until a case breaks 
out to vaccinate dogs.” 

He contends many people feel falsely 
secure because they think their dogs have had 
no means of contacting the disease. 

“Certain wild animals have been known to 
carry rabies such as skunks and foxes. Dogs 
chase these animals and if they bite them 
they can get rabies also.” 

A 1969 state law made dog vaccinations 
against rabies compulsory. 

According to Saraco, the Winchester clinic 
had been supplying this service for many 
years when it ceased in 1957. “A clinic had 
never been compulsory. It was done as a 
service.” 

The Board of Health started a clinic again 
in the late 60’s as a public convenience. 

Done in cooperation with the 
Massachusetts Veterinary Association, the 
clinic charges a fee for its cost. 

This way, said Saraco, taxpayers without 
dogs do not contribute unnecessarily. 

Dogs must be at least five months old, | 
leashed, and be accompanied by an adult. 

“There is a lot of cooperation between the j 
Board of Health office and Dog Officer : 
Dominic Molea,” stated David Black, health : 
agent. “If he finds an unvaccinated dog he : 
will briog it in.” 

According to the state law unvaccinated : 
dogs must be vaccinated within 30 days after ; 
acquisition or entry into Massachusetts or at •: 
the age of six months, whichever comes later, ji 

Vaccinated dogs must be revaccinated at j: 
intervals of 24 months or less. :•

Selectmen Note, Approve Several Appointments 


Approximately 50 percent of the student 
body at Winchester High School is involves n 
at least one extracurricular activity. 

This is result of a student council spon¬ 
sored survey conducted by a sub-committee 
of students and Vandy French, a teacher on 
sabbatical from the high school who is 
working as an administrative intern with 
Principal Vincent Laroceo. According to a 
report by French and five students, 84 percent 
of the high school students reponded to the 
survey. In otbci words, 2,100 of 1,300 students 
participated. 

The survey showed that of the 50 percent 
who are involved in activities, B0 percent are 
participating in more than one activity and a 
high percentage are also involved in more 
than two. 

The survey revealed that 55 percent of the

Selectmen are taking under advisement a 
proposal for a student town government day 
as a part of Winchester school’s bicentennial 
program. 

The proposal for a student town govern¬ 
ment day comes from Flea nor Pingree, co 
chairman with Nancy Bowen of the eighth 
grade bicentennial. 

In a letter to selectmen, Mrs Pingree 
said: “On such a day, the students would 
observe a variety of town functions first¬ 
hand.”

total involvement is in athletics with 45 
percent in clubs and other organizations 

The surveyors report there is a slight 
tendency for those involved in athletics or 
clubs and other organizations to engage in one 
type of activity or the other and not to mix 
participation. 

Their report indicates of those who engage 
in more than one activity, 37 percent are just 
involved in athletics, 23 percent are just in 
clubs and 40 percent are in both. 

There are more girls involved in ex 
tracurricular programs than boys. Girls 
make up 53 percent of the total school 
enrollment (05)1 girls, 610 boys), but girls only 
account for 37 percent of the involvement in 
the total athletic program. 

Sophomores represent only 15) percent of 
the total involvement in non-athlelic ac¬ 
tivities. Seniors, 44 percent, and juniors, 37 
percent. 

French and the other surveyors believe 
this figure suggests ‘‘more should be done to 
acquaint sophomores with the specialized 
nature of many of the clubs and other 
organizations” at the high school 

Currently, there is investigation being 
made to develop a student activities booklet 
lor next fall 

French and the survey team point out that 
the degree or intensity of student involvement 
in student activities is difficult to measure. 
Because athletic programs meet for specific 
and required periods of time, the intensity of 
involvement reported for athletics in the 
survey was far greater than that for clubs. 

Their report says: ‘‘It should be noted that 
the irregular and somewhat sporadic 
meetings of clubs are often due to their 
specialized nature and whether or not they 
have a pressing need to deal with, i.e., 
newspaper deadlines, to play to perform, an 
upcoming concert, or a student grievance.” 

Besides determining the percentage of 
student body involvement in student ac¬ 
tivities and to measure the degree of in¬ 
volvement. a third goal of the survey was to 
find out what students would like to see added 
to ‘‘current offerings.” 

Very few students filled in,this section of 
the questionable. The conclusion was that 
Winchester High School students ‘‘are 
generally satisfied with the present student 
activities program.” 

The surveyors point to “nagging 
questions” which remain: 

What about the other 50 percent of the 
student body not involved at all in programs? 

Is the lack of interest on their part or 
because of insufficient offerings? 

Does after-schoool work preclude these 
students from participating?

To Press, Says 
Search Committee 


“Low profile” is a term used by the new 
chairman of the search committee to describe 
the committee’s approach to their work. 

“We are a temporary creature” and will 
act as “a resource to selectmen in an ad¬ 
visory way,” said John G. McElwee of 3 
Longfellow rd., explaining he feels it “more 
appropriate” to report to selectmen on 
progress of the group rather than to the press. 

McElwee said the committee’s meetings 
will be open to the public due to the open 
meeting law, “but we will report to select¬ 
men” and “whatever information they choose 
to provide will be their baby.” 

McElwee, a former member of the Town 
Government Study Committee, was named 
chairman at the committee’s organizational 
meeting on April 2. 

Edward Sharkey of 22 Forest st., former 
vocational school representative, was named 
secretary. 

The next order of business was to arrive at 
a “method of approach,” said McElwee. The 
group will now seek to find “resource 
organizations” as they attempt to seek 
candidates for town manager. 

Though the first meeting was posted on the 
Town Hall bulletin board, no one from the 
general public was in attendance, said 
McElwee 

When The Star talked with him on 
Tuesday, he said the group would meet again 
on April 9. 

Others on the steering committee are Paul 
F. Amico of 18 Kirk st., David J. Ashton of 22 
Myrtle st., Rep. Sherman W. Saltmarsh Jr. of 
154 Mount Vernon st. and Robert W. Arm¬ 
strong Jr. of 15 Chestnut st.. all former 
selectmen; and Robert J. Grenzeback of 16 
Mason st., former chairman of the Town 
Government Study Committee. 

The next meeting of the group will be April 
16 at 8 p.m. in the selectmen’s meeting room.

Bonnell Site Proposed As Apartments, 
New Developer For Theatre Building? 


A Wakefield developer has an option to 
purchase the Bonnell property on Main street 
to build an apartment house of possibly 61 
units. 

Edward Riess told The Star on Monday he 
is putting together drawings for the site. 
Properties adjacent to the Bonnell land at 666 
Main street are being negotiated for purchase 
as well. 

Riess wouldn’t say which other properties 
are involved. He said he hopes to meet with 
the Planning Board soon to explain his 
proposal. 

Meanwhile, another developer is lined up 
to purchase the E.M. Lowe Winchester 
Theatre site on Main street, across from 
Bonnell’s, as a site for an apartment building. 

Fitzgerald Associates of Winchester has 
the option on the theater. But reportedly 
another party—"nominee”—may pick up 
that option. The new party is also interested 
in an apartment building. 

Negotiations underway among E.M. Loew. 
Fitzgerald and the new developer were ex¬ 
pected to be concluded this week. 

At one time Fitzgerald Associates was 
interested in building about 100 apartment 
units. Some were to be condominiums. There 
was to be on-site parking and above-ground 
and below-ground facilities. 

It is possible a conditional sales agreement 
is being negotiated among the theater parties. 
The conditions would be based on approval 
from the town for construction of the new 
apartment proposal on the theater site. 

A special town meeting in December 
approved a zoning change for Fitzgerald from 
business to apartment house. The number of 
units at that point had decreased to 80. 

The theater site is bounded by Main street , 
two gasoline stations and the Boston & Maine 


Railroad tracks. Atty. Henry Quill, 
representing Nicholas Fitzgerald, told the 
special town meeting that his client had an 
option to purchase the E.M. Loew land. 

Fitzgerald Associates signed a covenant 
with the Planning Board to keep the Aberjona 
River, which runs behind the theater, in a 
conservancy district for protection. 

Fitzgerald had proposed a four-story L- 
shaped building four feet under the maximum 
height set by the zoning by-law. Units would 
have rented for about $400 a month, though 
some were to be condominiums 
Bonnell Land 

Bonnell Ford partner Ralph Bonnell told 
The Star that Riess has an option on the Main 
street property until April 21. Bonnell Ford 
recently relocated its showroom to a new 
plant on Cambridge street. 

Ralph Bonnell said officials, including the 
Planning Board, have been consulted. Riess, 
he said, has indicated he is flexible as far as 
his plan goes. 

A colonial brick design has been proposed 
by Riess, according to Bonnell, who added 
that selling the Main street land for com¬ 
mercial use would have been more profitable 
than selling for residential use. 

“We took a loss,” he said. 

Right now Riess is concerned with working 
out places for the required number of 
automobile parking spots that must be in¬ 
cluded in his plari—1.5 spaces per apartment 
unit. 

Riess is also concerned with the height of 
the building. Property adjacent to the Bonnell 
land are a gasoline station, residential houses 
and a an auto body shop. 

It is estimated that Riess could assemble 
an acre or less in the area. 

Riess told The Star he’s not sure he could 


fit 60 units in there considering the limitations 
imposed by the zoning by-law on requiring so 
much open space and so much parking per 
unit. 

He said he should complete negotiations 
with property owners in the area within the 
next couple of weeks. 

Riess also has apartment houses in 
Wakefield and Malden. 

A l.ed if he thought an apartment building 
on Ine site of the theater wouldn’t be loo 
competitive, Riess answered no. “The dif¬ 
ference between condominiums and apart¬ 
ments is the difference between day and 
night." 

He said he intends to build the “best 
apartments” and said Winchester has a great 
need for apartments. 


The Winchester annual town meeting 
passed an $8.2 million education budget last 
Thursday 

This came after seven amendments to 
reduce the budget and six hours of discussion 
during two sessions. 

The second meeting on the school budget 
opened last Thursday with TMM Clara M. 
Hewis of Prec. 1 offering an amendment to 
decrease the special needs education budget 
bv $682,270. This was rejected on a voice vote. 

TMM Ralph M. Atkinsonof Prec. 3 brought 
forth two amendments for reduction. One was 
for $136,590 in the special education budget; 
the other for $27,226 in administrative ser¬ 
vices. These were rejected on standing votes, 
the first 83 to 79; the second 82 to 72 votes. 

A fourth amendment, by TMM Judith N. 
Caci of Prec. 4 to reduce the adult education 
portion of the school budget by $16,000, did 
pass. 

Adding this amount to $42,655 cut from the 
budget during the first TM budget session, 
reduced the budget $52,655 for a final total of 
$8,242,497. 

Town meeting also approved a school 
athletics budget of $412,293 

Special Education 

After presenting her amendment to take 
$682,270 from the special education portion of 
the school budget. Clara Hewis criticized the 
state legislature for mandating programs 
without consideration for payment of such 
programs. 

“If we are paying the bill we have the right 
and responsibility to say no,” she said. 

She also criticized the Winchester special 
education program, charging that ”80 per¬ 
cent (students) are spending less than 60 
percent of their time in special needs 
programs.” 

School Committee member Catherine 
Fallon said the Winchester special needs 
program “is not extravagant.” 

She said the special education budget had 
already been cut $72,000 and warned that 
parents could institute litigation against the 
town if their children’s educational needs are 
not met. 

“We have a legal and moral responsibility 
to provide for these special needs,” said Mrs. 
Fallon. 

State Rep. Sherman W. Saltmarsh 
presented background on how Chapter 766 
came about and noted that Winchester’s 
reimbursement share to date is $54,ooo. 

“The law is on the books,” he said, “and 
we have to fulfill the law and carry out 
programs.” 

On funding, Saltmarsh noted the 
legislature hasn’t take up the budget yet but 


in his opinion “there will be a substantial 
appropriation from the state.” 

He acknowledged “there is no lead-pipe 
guarantee we’ll get the funds" but promised 
he would do all he can to make certain fun¬ 
ding is provided. 

Dr. Joel J Alpert of 6 Partridge la. said he 
considered it “unfortunate to even see an 
amendment offered which strikes at human 
services.” 

The Finance Committee and Board of 
Selectmen noted disfavor with the amend¬ 
ment which did not pass on a voice vote. 

Another amendment, introduced by Ralph 
Atkinson, to reduce the special education 
budget by $136,590 was turned down on an 83- 
79 standing vote 

A second amendment by Atkinson to 
reduce the overall school budget by $27,226 
was rejected bv town meeting on a standing 
vote. 82-72. 

Atkinson said his attempt to reduce the 
school budget was in response to his con¬ 
stituency. He said his phone has been 
“ringing a lot” as citizens complain of the 
high costs of education. 

TMM Elizabeth Henriques of Prec. 1 
recommended cutting all town budgets. 
“Don’t pick on one group and zing them.” she 
said. 

Town meeting was receptive to one 
amendment for reduction, that of $10,000 
allocated for the adult education program. 

The amendment, presented by Judith 
Caci, was addressed by Clara Hewis, who 
recommended tuition fees be increased from 
$10 to $20. 

School Committee chairman Stephen 
Parkhurst said “the town gets back $7,000 
now in tuition fees.” 

Request For Increase 

Parkhurst introduced an amendment to 
raise the school budget $24,479 to pay for a 
progiamming specialist and for part-time 
administrative work at the high school for¬ 
merly done by an assistant principal tran¬ 
sferring to a teaching position. 

This wa j turned down on a voice vote 
Athletics 

The school athletics budget of $142,293 was 
passed on a voice vote with little discussion. 

TMM Noreen Arcari of Prec. 2 offered an 
amendment to reduce the budget by $4,000 for 
warm-up suits. 

Barbara Hankins of the Finance Com 
mittee said Finance also questioned the need 
for warm-up suits convinced those remaining 
in the budget are necessary 

The amendment did not pass.

Funds For Salary Increases Voted 


Funds for an eight percent across-the- 
board salary hike for town clerical, technical- 
professional and some other help and a 12.2 
percent wage increase for police were ap¬ 
proved by town meeting Monday. 

Total of the increases approved is $247,180. 
The town meeting rejected several attempts 
by TMMs to change these recommendations 
of the Personnel Board. 

For instance. TMM Clara M. Hewis at¬ 
tempted to get the meeting to eliminate new 
titles of some School Department workers. 

The Personnel Board recommended some 
school maintenance workers be called 
mechanics. “Inevitably when we create new 
positions we get new schedules (salary 
structures) to go with them,” Ms. Hewis said. 

Commented TMM Clarence Borggaard. 
“We should stop bickering with what we call 
them if they’re doing the job.” 

TMM James A. Cullen said, “I’m 
reminded of a saying: A title is as good as a 
raise.” 

But the meeting rejected the Hewis 
amendment, as it did her amendment to 
strike a recommended $1,360 raise for the 
town counsel. 

It also rejected an amendment to cut the 
salary of the treasurer-collector $1,000. 

Personnel Board Chairman Ralph Law 
said a special town meeting in the future will 


have to be called to appropriate funds for food 
service workers, firefighters and members of 
the Town P^mployees Association. 

Collective bargaining negotiations are still 
in progress with these groups. 

Monday’s session was the fourth session of 
this annual town meeting. The meeting 
continues tonight (Thursday) in the new high 
school. 

Among items expected to be taken up are 
$130,000 for new equipment for the Water & 
Sewer, Highway, Cemetery, Police and other 
departments , reconstruction of Palmer-Lake 
sts., adoption of a long-range program for 
rebuilding school playgrounds and approval 
of construction of an elderly meeting center. 

The meetings begin at 7:45 p.m. The public 
is invited. 

At Monday’s session Planning Board 
Chairman Michael Boodakian asked the 
meeting to reconsider the board’s budget 
approved at an earlier session. 

Boodakian wanted to add $7,000 for con¬ 
sultant fees. The board had originally asked 
for $14,000 and was granted only $6,000 by the 
Finance Committee. 

Contractual services are needed for site 
plan study for the Winchester Theatre site, 
Boodakian said, along with review of 
proposals for the Bonnell Main street 
property, the Moss Cambridge street

The Planning Board has revised its 
proposed sign by-law for Winchester to 
permit the Board of Appeal to authorize free¬ 
standing signs. 

Free-standing signs are signs not attached 
to a building. Revolving gasoline signs are 
often cited as an example of free standing 
signs. 

The “Ford” signs at Bonnell’s new 
showroom on Cambridge street are another 
example. Planning Board member William (’. 
Cummings said he feels some of Bonnell’s 
signs might qualify under the new provision. 
He doubted that the large “Ford” sign will 
qualify. 

The old by-law before the board’s revision 
prohibited all free standing signs except for 
shopping centers and industrial complexes. 

The revised proposal permits the signs for 


geographic and architectural reasons. The 
Board of Appeal would have to authorize their 
use, however. 

There is also a revision in the free standing 
provision for hospitals and other charitable 
institutions. For instance, hospital signs no 
longer have to be five feet back from the 
street. 

This revision resulted from the public 
hearing on the proposal held by the Planning 
Board, member Cummings said 

Cummings added that the new section 
dealing with appeal to the Board of Appeal 
was the result of considerable information 
from the Board of Appeal. 

The intent of the entire law. said Cum¬ 
mings in summing up. is: “How much can a 
person read while driving down the road and 
keep his attention focused?” 


property , construction of a pursing 

home, expansion plans of Winchester 
Hospital, acquisition of land at the two 
railroad stations for commuter parking, 
possible creation of a transportation zone in 
the zoning by-laws and traffic studies on 
Swanton street. 

The Finance Committee opposed the 
added $7,000 “This evening is the first we 
have heard of this rather lengthy list of 
projects,” said Chairman Barbara Hankins. 

The vote to reconsider was 20-yes to 120-no. 
The budget, therefore, remains at $12,715. 

The meeting also refused to reconsider the 
already passed Cemetery Department 
budget. A move was made to cut $7,500 from 
the budget for street repair. 

Finance opposed. The vote was 2-yes to 
111-no. The budget therefore remains un¬ 
changed: $126,167. 

Besides the eight percent across the board 
raises for clerical, professional-technical and 
many other positions, the Personnel Board’s 
compensatory wage plan also includes an 
average of 9.8 percent in hikes for managers 
and supervisors, 6.75 percent raises for school 
secretaries, 9-10 percent for school custodians 
and other increases. 

A new merit-raise plan for managers and 
supervisors put into effect by the Personnel 
Board eliminates automatic step increases 
for those positions. 

“Raises for individual employees” 
(managers and supervisors only) “are 
recommended by the respective supervisory 
boards based on their evaluation of the em¬ 
ployee’s overall contribution to the town," the 
Personnel Board said in a report 

“The total recommended by the various 
boards for the employees effected will in 
crease the salaries of the group by a total of 
9.8 percent.” 

The new Personnel Board plan passed by 
town meeting also contains the following new 
provisions: 

-Part-time employees who work a 
minimum of 10 hours a week will be entitled to 
vacation leave. 

Employees who have to work Martin 
Luther King Day (Jan. 15) will be given a 
third personal day off. 

-Only half a day’s pay is deducted if an 
employee goes home sick after two hours 
No pay is deducted for an employee 
going home sick within two hours of closing 
time. 

The town meeting on Monday also ap 
proved a report of the Capital Improvement 
Planning Committee as presented b> 
Chairman James B. L. Lane and refused to 
reconsider the School Department budget

Winchester Town Meeting: 
Taxation, No Representation

Exactly 200 years ago this month there 
was much agitation over “taxation without 
representation 

It resulted in the battles of Lexington and 
Concord and the bitterly fought 
Revolutionary War All of these things are 
being properly commemorated by the 
monster bicentennial celebration of 1975. 

Rut have we really broken the shackles of 
such taxation, when our “democratic” town 
meeting members fail in their duties as they 
did on the evening of April :i? 

The issues that evening revolved around 
the $8,242,000 education budget and its effect 
on the children of the Town of Winchester. 

At the risk of being declared inaccurate in 
my statistics I quote the following figures 
provided by the ladies who check in the town 
meeting members who are present 

Eligible members: 229 

Present April 3: 1R1 

These indicate that 48 members did not 
attend, for whatever reason Granting that 
many of them may have had legitimate 
. justification for their absences, there were 
« certainly some who did not 

Why didn’t they fulfill their duties to their 
constituents, and what issues could be more 
' important than the triple beaded combination 
• if taxation, budget and the education of our 
1 children ? 

What representation did then electorate 
get'' The answer is obvious NONE 

Now regarding those listed as present, or 
those who went through the machinery of 
checking in as present, only 162 out of 181 
jvere recorded in the count of members on the 
. important budget issue 
• What about the 19 unaccounted voter ; 


Were they actually present, or had they left, 
or did they lack either the courage or in¬ 
telligence to vote? 

Their constituents were left in the lurch on 
the motion to cut the budget, which was 
defeated by a vote of 79 for and tt:i against. 

That is, 54.5 percent were recorded for the 
motion and 36.2 percent against. Rut the 
tragedy of it all is that 29.3 percent went 
without representation 

Imagine! Nearly 1-3 of the voters left 
without a vote on our largest and most iin 
portant budget issue! 

Taxation without representation indeed! 
How far have we come in our 200-year 
national history when the taxpayer has little 
voice in determining his taxes. 

.Just a few years ago Winchester adjusted 
its tax rate to a practical 100 percent of 
valuation and the tax rate went back to about 
$37 per thousand. Now the projected rate is 
back at double that figure! 

Who is responsible for this ever-increasing 
burden and why? The answer is all too clear 
the duly elected town meeting members who 
shirk their obligations by not attending, or 
even worse, those who go through the motions 
of attending but do not vote on the issues. 

Why do they seek the office of town 
meeting member if they do not intend to serve 
their constituents’' Is it a question of personal 
vanity or pride to be elected, and,then let tin 
voters be damned’' 

In times like these every dollar is im¬ 
portant to every citizen and the budget a 
matter of paramount concern Have we really 
ever solved the problem which is now more 
than 200 years old, “Taxation without 
representation is tyranny!"

Town meeting absences are really high 
this year and I don’t know if there is anything 
aybody can do about them. 

Obviously printing the names of the absent 
members in the newspaper does no good since 
those consistently absent are consistently 
reelected. I have to conclude that printing the 
names has been a colossal waste of time and 
space.

One result of the high absences is a town 
meeting that limps along on misinformation, 
rumor and apathy.

766, Metco. cherry sheets and so on. 

Reimbursement to towns and cities is 
based on a complicated formula involving 
population and wealth. Many town meeting 
members are really concerned that the state 
won’t live up to its promises. 

Now what do you suppose would happen if 
towns and cities received reimbursements in 
alphabetical order? That is. towns at the 
beginning of the alphabet like Abington, 
Acton. Arlington got their money first. 

And towns like Wilmington. Winchendon 
and Winchester got their money last if there 
was any left. I suppose at the next town 
meeting we would see an article to change the 
name of Winchester to Aardvarkster. 


I met Ingrid Bergman, the actress, the 
other day. She is as gracious and as tali as she 
seems on the screen. And her Swedish accent 
is as strong as it was in “Casablanca.” 

Marcia Saltmarsh is interested in the 
theater and had seen “The Constant Wife,”

Norton, who was reached in Connecticut, 
knows the play’s producer, Marshall Young. 
Young was contacted and arranged with Miss 
Bergman for Mrs. Saltmarsh to speak with 


her for a few minutes following Saturday’s 
matinee. 

I just went along for the ride (actually, to 
take a few pictures, but they wouldn’t let me 
since Miss Bergman had to keep her makeup 
on for the evening performance). Mrs. 
Saltmarsh asked all the questions. 

One interesting response from Miss 
Bergman was that there aren’t roles for her in 
the movies anymore because “who wants to 
see a 50-year-old woman fall in love?” 

The movies these days, she pointed out. 
are aimed at younger people; they have a lot 
of violence. 

The reason she was in Boston was because 
she had never been here before. A star like 
Miss Bergman can choose the cities she wants 
to plav in. Following Boston, she planned on 
playing “Constant Wife" in New York and 
Los Angeles.

Times have changed but the 
press has not kept up. Crouse says. 


And still I’ve never read an adequate 
explanation for McGovern taking only 
Massachusetts, the only state he won. 

I cannot accept Mary McGrory’s day-after 
explanation: Massachusetts has always been 
Kennedy Country and never could bring itself 
to vote for Nixon. 

A better explanation is that Massachusetts 
is very metropolitan and its voters more 
urbane. In addition, the Massachusetts voters 
are more savvy than the average American 
voter. 

I think the Bay State because of its 
political astuteness had a better idea of the 
real Nixon. 

Remember that McGovern won every 
ward in Boston —even the most conservative 
working-class areas of the city, where a 
liberal like McGovern wouldn’t have had a 
chance unless there was something fishy 
about his opponent.

Rights , Meets Tuesday 

The School Committee Tuesday night 
showed it may be having second thoughts 
about a proposed student rights by-law due 
for action at the annual town meeting now in 
progress. 

Committeeman Robert S. Frank said he 
recently consulted with Town Counsel 
Douglas Randall, who told him the by-law 
may limit the rights of school committees in 
taking action against errant students when 
they are not engaged in school activities. 

As examples Frank cited the possibility of 
a drunk student at a basketball game and a 
student striking a teacher walking down the 
street In both cases a school committee may 
not be able to act against a student. Frank 
advised. 

Committeemen Richard Pharo and Robert 
T Pritchard noted there are other avenues of 
legal action. 

Committeepersons Catherine Fallon and 
Chairman Stephen R. Parkhurst expressed no 
opinion. Committeewomnn Mary G. Pronski 
was absent. John W. Noble, who takes office 
at the conclusion of town meeting, expressed 
no opinion. 

The committee tabled the matter until its 
next meeting, next Tuesday, when it is hoped 
student representatives will be present to 
give an opinion. The town meeting isn’t ex¬ 
pected to act on the matter for a couple of 
sessions. 

Frank said the student rights amendment 
generally is a harmless matter, guaranteeing 
certain rights students which are already 
guaranteed by the courts—such as the right to 
attend school while pregnant and the right of 
free speech. 

In another matter at its meeting Tuesday, 
the committee indicated it wants high school 
guidance teacher Bernard Silva to continue 
his work there during a three-week transition 
to Chapter 766 psychologist. 

When the committee meets next week it 
will act on a policy for loaning textbooks to 
private schools, compare rates and benefits 
of paraprofessionals with other communities, 
discuss a proposed high school plan to 
discontinue National Honor Society par 
ticipation, consider a Metco agreement and 
act on a school banking proposal. 

Agenda reports deal with a request from 
the superintendent for a representative of the 
committee to discuss with him entrance age 
for kindergarten and grade 1, request from a 
parent for coverage at schools before opening 
time, curriculum report on elementary 
English.

Funds Available 
For Vet School 

EDITOR OF THE STAR: 

II was reported it would cost $60 mill on to 
build a veterinarian school and $5.5 each year 
to run it. 

It was also reported there were 60 
openings at Cornell and Univ. of Penn., and if 
New England did not act now on making 
contracts, they would be gone. This is not 
exactly true. 

Dr. Ferguson, director of the New England 
Board of Higher Education, who is in charge 
ef plans for a veterinary medicine school, 
spates there isn’t a vet school alive that costs 
million. Also, the 60 openings at other 
schools is purely fictional. 

With a contract, it would cost New 
England too much to send a small amount of 
students to school. The prices are too high 
compared with present agreements for 
medical and related fields of $5,000 per 
student at UPenn. 

Cornell is asking for similar funding. 
Federal funding of B0 percent and an 
estimated 10 percent grant funds from 
private industries are available for con¬ 
struction of the $43 million school. Therefore, 
only 10 percent of the actual costs would be 
paid by New England states. 

Dr Ferguson said $385,000 would be 
adequate for first year planning. If all states 
participate, Massachusetts’ share would be 48 
percent. 

East year 23 students were accepted on 
their own, and with contracts only six more 
per year would be allowed to go to school, at 
,m additional cost of $426,000. There is not any 
gain in the amount of students and there is 
more than 30 waiting to go to school. 

If we keep up the pressure on the 
legislature they will have to decide 
something. They won’t push Bill 1884 aside. 

So, please write to Dukakis and the 
legislature. We need a veterinarian school 
now!

Research Shows 
Haloforins Result 
From Chlorination 

EDITOR OF THE STAR 

Our water supply should be tested for 
potential dangerous chemicals for organic 
compounds are carbon confining substances 
produced in nature through plant and animal 
metabolism and chlorine is one of the most 
chemically active substances which, when 
added to a water, reacts with nearly any 
organic material to form other organic 
compounds. 

Research work at the Rotterdam 
Waterworks and recently confirmed at the 
Environmental Protection Agency in Cin¬ 
cinnati, Ohio, indicates that haloforms may 
lie formed by the chloro-brornination of 
naturally occurring humic acids 

Chloroform and trihalogenated methanes 
have been detected in several municipal 
water supplies. The highest concentrations 
have been found in finished waters having 
surface waters as their source. It is said that 
these compounds form as a result of 
chlorination processes during water treat¬ 
ment. 

Chloroform is composed of carbon, 
hydrogen and chlorine Chloroform does 
produce cancer in animal experiments which 
makes it a potential carcinogen in humans. 

Dr. Wayne Harrison, EPA researcher, 
Athens, (in.; “Toxic substances have been 
found in water following chlorine treatment.” 

Dr Hayes, of the University of Indiana, 
states that “Drinking water is conventionally 
disinfected by chlorination. This can result in 
chlorine being incorporated in some of the 
naturally occurring compounds in the water. 


By themselves, some compounds are har¬ 
mless. But, once they are chlorinated, some 
become carcinogens.” 

The problem is that there is little testing 
and no standards limiting pollution by 
organic chemicals, such as chloroform and 
there is no such thing as a safe level of a 
chemical carcinogen

4 Get Rid Of Civil Service; 
Common Cause Overboard’

Criticism and comprehensive analysis of 
government programs is “badly needed in 
government,” the head of a citizens lobby 
said in Winchester last week. 

Peter Berg, executive director of Citizens 
for Economy in Government, was speaking 
before a League of Women Voters’ luncheon 
He urged the LWV to seek out groups with 
similar interests to improve their ef¬ 
fectiveness. 

“The broader the spectrum the stronger 
your arguments when you take it to a public 
official or the public,” said Berg. 

“Seek out alliances when dealing with 
local issues,” he continued, adding that it 
doesn't matter if the groups have disagreed in 
the past. 

Berg quickly touched on other topics: 

-Open meeting law: “Nothing 
downgrades a group more than pushing 
through the open meeting law and then you 
don’t attend the meetings.... 

“Nothing makes public officials more 
cynical.” 

—Chapter 766: The state never worked out 
details of the special needs education law, 
Berg said. “There was a need for follow 
through.” 

—Government criticism: More groups like 
the LWV are needed, according to Berg, to 
examine each option associated with such 
issues as welfare. 

Television examination of the issues over 
simplifies the case, Berg maintains, since 
television is forced into a 30-second-spot 
pattern. 

—"Common Cause is in trouble in the 
press.” Berg stated. “Some say it has taken 
unrealistic positions on campaign financing.” 

Berg believes Common Cause has gone 
overboard—the great amount of paper work 
involved with the new campaign financing 
law has made it self defeating. 

Berg praised LWV state president 
Florence Rubin, who got her start in LWV as 
president of the Winchester league, for 
having a realistic sense of what is attainable. 

The luncheon, last Thursday at the 
Epiphany Church, was attended by about 100 
persons. Berg, whose family lives on 
Arlington street in Winchester, directed the 
hulk of his remarks to the state’s $1.2 billion 
shortfall over the next two years. 

The Citizens for Economy in Government 
head accused Gov. Dukakis of hiding the 
budget for the next fiscal year. He charged 
that Dukakis’s pledge that the new budget 
will mean “level funding minus 10 percent” is 
unrealistic with today’s inflation and fuel cost 
increase. 

Such funding, the executive director said, 
“would mean a 25 percent reduction in ser¬ 


vices. “There’s a large gap between the 
governor’s rhetoric and reality.... 

“It is not realistic to say there is enough 
waste in the budget to cut it out and not raise 
taxes.” 

Berg said Gov. Dukakis just cannot ter¬ 
minate programs required by law and fire 
w-orkers protected by civil service in his ef¬ 
forts to cut the budget. 

Citizens for Economy in Government, 
which Berg described as small and tem¬ 
porary, heard testimony recently from 
persons in government in attempts to come 
up with solutions for a more efficient 
governmental operations. 

Common threads in that testimony, said 
Berg, are the following: 

Personnel. There is a need to increase the 
ability of managers in government to have 
greater control over how workers are used. 

Personnel pools and transfer of workers 
should be implemented, he said. 

He suggested abolishing civil service as 
one solution. Berg said collective bargaining 
protects the workers, that civil service has

Paeetti Co., engravers and die cutters of 
North Reading, a company founded in 1912 by 
Paeetti’s father, Gino Paeetti, known to many 
Winchester residents 

The medallion will be struck by V II

Conversions Urged 

Selectmen heard from Planning Board 
consultant John A. Brown recently urging a 
strong policy on residential conversions. 

“The town meeting has legislated where 
two or more family units are permitted the 
zoning by-law must be rigorously enforced,” 
Brown said. 

A proposed amendment to the zoning by¬ 
law to permit conversion to two-family use 
within the general residence district where 
new two-family dwellings are now permitted 
will help, he said. 

The amendment will make it “absolutely 
clear where the town desires one-family 
dwellings and where it will permit two or 
more family dwellings.” 

His communication continued: “If there 
are homes in other than the RG districts that 
are known to contain more than one dwelling 
unit the owners should be notified by the 
zoning administrator that such use must be 
discontinued immediately unless the use is a 
legitimate non-conforming use.” 

Brown suggested that the town meeting 
could adopt an additional amendment where 
there is a real need for additional conversion.

Curtain & Cue

The Winchester Police Dcpa lent has a 
new supply of firearms identification (FID) 
cards to issue to gun owners of the town. 

According to Lt. Andrew Craw ha . ” 

cards are also ready for pick-up by those w. 
applied last week. 

Due to the new gun law provision, effect -• 
April 1 and calling for a mandatory one 
prison sentence to persons carrying fire.v 
without license or possessing guns withou. 
FID card, there has been an onrush of the 
general public to comply with the law. 

The new law is an addition to a long¬ 
standing Massachusetts firearms law 
covering rifles, shotguns and pistols. The 
sentencing for violation of the law is new 

Since the new law has been in effect there 
has been a lot of activity at the local police 
department. From Friday to Monday there 
were 80 applications for FID cards, said 
Crawford. 

About a year and one-half ago the 
department ordered 250 blanks for the pur¬ 
pose of issuing FID cards. “These lasted until 
the recent siege,” said Crawford who noted 
another 250 were ordered. 

Crawford said the police are discovering 
there are more guns in Winchester than they 


ever realized. 

In the past week alone there have been 
about 30 applications for licenses to carry 
pistols. In these cases, investigations must be 
made by local police as well as state police. 

Crawford said the state police “are 
overwhelmed” with activity and requested 
applications for licenses to carry be halted 
temporarily to give them time to catch up. 

Since the new law went into effect, 
Crawford said “there have been no arrests.” 

He said police are not out seeking violators 
hut in the course of their regular business will 
be on the lookout for weapons. 

If a weapon is found and the owner does 
not have an FID card, or in the case of 
transporting a pistol there is no license to 
carry, the law will be enforced. 

Crawford explains FID cards are required 
for all weapons, including air rifles and BB 
guns. There is a small fee for the card. 

A license to carry is required for guns with 
barrels 1(5 inches or less. 

lie notes a license to carry is not required 
for a hunting rifle, but those who carry such 
weapons will be asked to show FID cards and 
hunting licenses.

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Bicentennial Dispatch: 200 Years Ago Saturday 

Winchester Men Seized Muskets, Made Own Way To Scene Of Fighting 


By Donna Curtis 

Two hundred years ago Saturday on April 19, 1775 - minutemen from as far away 
as Beverly converged on the Lexington-Concord area to fight for their right to 
freedom from British rule. Among these patriots were men from Wincester, or what 
was then South Woburn and part of Medford. 

The men of Woburn had long been in defiance of the British crown. On Oct. 10,1766, 
voters in Woburn town meeting refused to pay for damages to British officers whose 
property was destroyed by an anti-Stamp act mob in Boston. 

Among these voters were the Richardsons, Converses, Johnsons and Belknaps of 
South Woburn (Winchester). 

Again in February, 1773, the town meeting adopted a list of grievances against the 
crown. In December, 1773, they voted to build a structure to store ammunition ; and in 
January, 1775, they voted not to pay the appointed treasurer of the province but in¬ 
stead the one chosen by the provincial congress. 

The Medford town meeting was also taking similar actions at this time. Here the 
Brooks’s and the Symmes’ were among the voters. 

Perhaps the Blackhorse Tavern was a meeting place for these disgruntled 
colonists. Unfortunately there is no record of these meetings. However, Chapman in 
the History of Winchester speculates that this would be a most likely gathering place 
for such conversations. 

When April 19 arrived the men of the Winchester area were ready. At least some 
Winchester men of the Symmes Corner area gathered with the Medford minutemen. 

One was John Symmes. Another was Caleb Brooks. Brooks at that time was a 
Medford resident but had been born in an old house at Symmes Corner later known as 
the Le Bosquet House. The Medford men had early warning because Medford was on 
the road of Paul Revere. 

Actually there were no minutemen in Woburn except in name. “Two days before 
April 19th the town had voted to raise such a company; it was almost the last town in 
Middlesex County to do so.” 

Defending this belated action was Major Josiah Johnson. According to a letter 
written by him in 1775, he contends that influential men of Woburn felt minutemen 
unnecessary since Woburn had three militia companies and a newly enlisted com¬ 
pany of artillery. 

The alarm was carried to South Woburn along Plain street (Cambridge street). 
Winchester men were divided into the first and second militia companies. 

The captain of first company was Samuel Belknap. The captain of the second 
company was Jonathan Fo . \ccording to Chapman these men did not assemble and 
march by companies but .. *ead each seized his musket and ammunition and 
hurriedly made his way to the scene of the fighting. 

Very few Woburn men made it to the Lexington battle. Chapman contends, 
however, that Asahel Porter, a Woburn resident, was the first man to fall by a British 


Samuel Porter, Asahell’s grandson, was a long-time resident of Winchester who 
lived on Cross street. As the men came into Lexington they were formed into com¬ 
panies and then marched towards Concord. 

Another former Winchester resident, Caleb Brooks' half-brother. Dr. John Brooks 
of Reading and future governor of Massachusetts, took part in the “Volley at 
Meriam's Corner.” This opened the 16 -mile battle between the minutemen and the 
retreating British troops. 

The bulk of Woburn’s militia would take part in the trap at Lincoln’s Bloody Angle, 
a densely wooded area in Lincoln which gave tlie patriots good cover for an ambush of 
British troops. 

The minutemen then followed and plagued the soldiers all the way to Charlestown. 
When John Brooks reached the church on Cambridge Common he joined Dr. 
Eliphalet Downer in treating wounded patriots 


From Day’s Events, Legend Grew 
Of Winchester’s ‘White Horseman 


From the events of this day have come many tales The best known is the story of 
“The White Horseman.” The first written account of this story appears in The Boston 
Pearl and Literary Gazette, an “original” written by “a soldier of the Revolution,” 
on Aug. 22, 1835. 

It was obviously a blown-up version of what might have been authentic facts. It 
concerns an almost supernatural old man on a powerful white horse who harassed the 
British during their retreat from Concord. 

“His tall, gaunt form, his white locks floating in the breeze, and the color of his 
horse distinguished him from the other Americans; the British called him ‘Death on 
the Pale Horse’ . . . 

“Once a bayonet charge drove him off ... but ere long he was returning to the 
charge and this time killed an officer. His powerful white horse, careering at full 
speed over the hills, with the dauntless old man on his back, was continually to be 
seen, and the British learned to dread his reappearance in their front and the report of 
his trusty musket.” 

The “White Horseman,” according to Chapman, was a Winchester man, Hezekiah 
Wyman, who lived on Cambridge street. Hezekiah was 55 on April 19, 1775. The 
“Pearl” article places Hezekiah at home in Lexington as a spectator to the battle. 
Hezekiah joins the “old men of Menotomy” in ambushing the ammunition and supply 
wagons that were following Lord Percy’s troops. 

He then mounts his white steed to again follow and harrass the British troops all 
the way to Charlestown.

Hezekiah Wyman of Winchester terrorized British soldiers all the way to 
Charlestown. The ride of "The White Horseman" is a Winchester legend which 
grew out of the American Revolution. 

Chapman’s “History” carefully notes that Hezckiah’s “strange adventures may 
owe something to the embroidery of three generations of story tellers.” He gives this 
interesting bit of information: “In his will, made four years later, he leaves as an 
object of special value ‘my white mare’ to one of his sons.” 

Out of 250 men belonging to the three Woburn companies, 180 were present during 
the fighting. Chapman estimates that at least 20 were from the Winchester area. 

Those Winchester men who are definitely known to have been at Lexington- 
Concord or at Bunker Hill are Capt. Samuel Belknap, John Symmes, Robert Con¬ 
verse, Daniel Reed, Abel Richardson, Joseph Brown, Zachariah Brooks, Paul 
Wyman, Francis Johnson, Jeduthan Richardson, Gideon Richardson, Samuel 
Symmes, Jesse Richardson, Jonathan Locke and Zechariah Symmes. 



Stop & Shop Pulling Out, 
Moss Plans Single Houses 


Stop & Shop Stores. Inc., is pulling out of 
its plans to construct a supermarket and 
mini-mall between Swanton and Cross 
streets. 

Planning Board Chairman Michael 
Boodakian said Tuesday that bleak economic 
conditions were cited by food chain officials 
as the reason for their pull-out. 

‘‘Retail sales are off, interest is high, 
construction costs are up-it’s just bad 
timing,” said Boodakian. The Planning Board 
chairman added that he thinks the mini-mall 
would have benefited the town as a whole. 

The supermarket was to have been built on 
largely wooded land across from the Park- 
view Apartments. Only certain technical 
green lights were needed for Stop & Shop to go 
ahead with construction. Some preliminary 
land work, in fact, had begun. 

In a letter to the Board of Selectmen this 
week Atty. Arthur S. Waldstein, representing 
the supermarket, said: “I am sorry to inform 
you that Stop & Shop has elected not to 
exercise its option to purchase land currently 
owned by Helen and James Cullen on Swanton 
street. 

“We hope that we have not put the town out 
unduly with this decision....” 

Another recent project of the Planning 
Board continues. 

Moss Land 

Atty. Jack Moss of Winchester is expected 
to present his ideas at the next Planning 
Board meeting. April 29, on use of West Side 
Hill land. 


Chairman Boodakian said Moss has in¬ 
dicated to the board he wants single family 
homes on the land adjacent to Cambridge 
street, the land already approved for low and 
middle income housing. 

Under the town’s sub-division control law, 
according to Boodakian, Moss must first 
construct roads in this phase of construction. 
Town boards have already approved the area 
for layout. 

Moss wants the town to release for con¬ 
struction other lots he owns adjacent to the 
low and middle income land. 

The Planning Board, Boodakian said, 
intends to get back to Moss on the matter. 
Moss had indicated that he intends to sell his 
house lots rather than build on them himself. 

Transportation Zone 

Another recent project of the board is 
creation of a transportation zone in Win¬ 
chester to protect the railroad corridors that 
run through town. 

Boodakian feels such a zone should be 
included in the zoning by-law. He called the 
proposal fairly unique and said that if the 
owners of the rail beds (B&M and MBTA) 
ever decide to sell a section of the railroad 
corridors a transportation zone would permit 
the town to determine how to dispose of the 
land. 

“It would give the town the chance to 
determine the best use of the land.” 

The town meeting would have to vote to 
zone the railroad corridors a transportation 
zone, as they now must vote to change, say, a 
business district into an apartment district.

★ Education Budget Tabled 


Budget-conscious town meeting members 
Monday were unsuccessful in moving 
reconsideration of pay raises for many town 
employees but succeeded in delaying action 
on an article to revalue the town. 

The meeting agreed to meet on Thursday 
of this week (tonight) to take final action on 
the $8.2 million school budget. Recon¬ 
sideration had been approved lost week. 

The meeting on Monday also voted money 
to reconstruct Palmer-Lake streets and 
$103,520 to pay for new heavy-duty equipment 
for various town departments voted during 
this annual meeting. 

The town meeting session \vhich begins 
tonight at 7:45 p.m. in the new high school 
auditorium will be the seventh of this year’s 
annual meeting. Following tonight’s session, 
the meeting reconvenes next Tuesday, same 
time, same place. 

It took the town meeting more than 20 
minutes to decide to meet next Tuesday. 
Since the meeting didn’t begin until after 8 
p.m., it was close to 8:30 before the members 
got down to business. 

The move to reconsider pay raises was 
made by TMM Eli C. Bortman, who said that 
if reconsideration were successful he would 


then move to cut the pay raises voted last 
week. 

Pay raises totaling $247,000 were voted last 
week for several categories of town em¬ 
ployees, including 8 percent hikes for clerical 
and technical help and 12.2 percent for police. 

Bortman reasoned that passage of the 8 
and 12.2 percent raises will influence pay hike 
discussions now in progress with firefighters, 
food service workers and members of the 
Town Employees Assn. 

“How can they ask for anything less than 8 
to 12.2 percent?” he asked. He said he would 
move to cut the raises in half. 

The Finance Committee opposed. 
Chairman Barbara S. Hankins called it unfair 
since the matter had been fully discussed and 
noted that town employees in the last few 
years have had a decline in real wages due to 
inflation. 

Reconsideration lost, 123-no to 25-yes. 

The revaluation article was in the form of 
a request for $15,000 for possible consulting 
work in the event the Assessors Board decides 
to go ahead with revaluation.

The Winchester annual town meeting last 
Thursday tabled a motion to reconsider the 
$8.2 million education budget approved the 
week before. 

The purpose of reconsideration, according 
to proponents, is to leave the door open for 
further debate in the event “something comes 
up.” 

TMM Constance Papas said it bothered 
her when she thought about “slamming the 
door to further discussion.” 

TMM Mary M. Brink, who asked for 
reconsideration of the budget, explained she 
felt there was a desire on the part of many 
meeting members to talk more about the 
budget. “If I hadn’t moved last Monday it 
would have been too late,” she said. 

(According to parliamentary procedure a 
motion to reconsider must be before the close 
of the session immediately following the 


meeting in which a final vote is taken. Mrs. 
Brink initially raised the question of recon¬ 
sideration on April 7.) 

(The tow n meeting on .Monday of this week 
decided to take final action on the school 
budget tonight.) 

TM Ms Clara M. I lewis, who asked that the 
matter be tabled, Clarence S. Borggaard, 
Earle Sherburne and Sarah R. Cincotta all 
favored reconsideration Mrs. Cincotta said 
reconsideration was justified because of “the 
$8 million figure.” 

TMM Patricia Wells asked for specifics on 
why reconsideration or laying on the table 
should pass, but none were given. 

School Committee chairman Stephen 
R Parkhurst asked that tin' motion be 
defeated.

Ruling On Recall 
Expected. Tuesday 


A citizens’ drive for recall of pro Metco 
School Committee members moved a step 
ahead Wednesday when trial was set for 
Tuesday on a disputed section of the town's 
charter. 

Judge Raymond Cross put the Winchester 
case on the docket of Middlesex Superior 
Court for Tuesday, April 22, after listening to 
arguments from both sides. 

Stuart DeBard, attorney for the residents 
who call themselves Citizens for Responsible 
Education in Winchester (Crew) argued that 
the case is a simple one and could be decided 
solely on the basis of the wording of the 
charter. 

The charter, voted into law in March, 
states that for recall of public officials 
signatures from the eight voting districts 
must be obtained. 

Since the town won’t have eight districts 
until the selectmen redraw the town next fall, 
the dispute comes whether the charter now 
permits recall. 

Atty. DeBard noted that the charter states 
the document is in effect immediately on 
passage by the voters and the town clerk 
cannot refuse to distribute recall forms. 

The suit has actually been brought against 
Town Clerk Elsie M. Nelson for failing to have 
recall forms printed after Crew submitted the 
required number of signatures. 

Town Counsel Douglas A Randall, 
representing Nelson, argued that the real 
issue in the case is the School Committee’s 
involvement with Metco and therefore the 
committee along with Metco representatives 
should become parties in the case 

Randall agreed to drop his motion for 
involvement of others in the case when Atty. 
DeBard agreed to drop his motion for a 
declaratory judgment. 

The judge then said he would honor 
DeBard’s request for a speedy trial and 
scheduled the case for Tuesday. Judge Cross 
said the trial will deal solely with the question 
of whether the charter permits recall. 

If the judge finds the charter permits 
recall, petition forms could be issued to Crew 
and then the 2,000 signatures necessary for 
recall of each committee person gathered 

The recall of Catherine R. Fallon, Robert 
S. Frank Jr., Stephen R. Parkhurst and 
Richard L. Pharo are sought. 

Crew says those four failed to respond to 
the wishes of the voters, a majority of voted 
against Winchester participation in the 
voluntary education program Metco in a 
referendum in March. 

Atty. DeBard’s declaratory judgment 
request sought to require the town clerk to 
issue the recall petitions immediately. Judge 
Cross’s decision on whether the charter 
permits recall will have the same effect. 

The petitioners bringing the suit are 
Margaret Galvin, Vicent Galvin, Stanley 
I lewis, Rebecca Hewis, Clara M. Hewis, 
Arthur J. Hewis Jr., John J Walsh, Margaret 
.1 Walsh, Richard J. Jones. Judith K 
McCormack and Dona C. Merulo. 

As members of Crew, an unincorporated 
association, they assert their suit is a class 


action representing all the persons who 
signed the affidavits for recall (all those 
approximately 300 signatures were printed in 
last week’s Star). 

They received permission from the at¬ 
torney general’s office to have that office 
become a party in the case. 

Town Counsel Randall objected to the 
attorney general entering the case but Judge 
Cross said he would take the objection under 
advisement. 

Atty. DeBard said it’s up Ij the court to 
explain the apparent inconsistency in the 
Winchester charter where it states the 
charter is fully effective on passage but the 
voting districts aren’t redrawn until the end 
of the year and the School Committee isn’t 
reduced one member until 1976. 

DeBard noted that Crew has 20 days to 
obtain recall signatures once the forms are 
issued and then the special election must be 
held within 40 days, which brings the election 
very close to the summer. 

He asked the judge for a speedy decision 
and said he thought Randall would want to 
postpone a decision for as long as possible. 

If there is a recall election in Winchester, 
t he question of whether there shall be recall of 
each of the four persons is on the same ballot 
as election of new members. 

Persons being recalled cannot run for their 
own seats. If the question of recall fails, the 
incumbents retain their seats. 

Metco Cost 

$ 103,084 

The cost of bringing Metco to Winchester 
next fall for the school term is estimated as 
$103,1)84. This amount is state refundable. 

This figure was given Monday to the 
School Committee by Supt. of Schools William 
C. MacDonald. He presented a Metco 
proposal to be forwarded to the Department 
of Education * >r final approval. 

The School Committee commended 
MacDonald for his work and gave the go 
ahead to complete plans for their ultimate 
approval at a subsequent meeting. 

MacDonald broke the cost down into 
categories as follows: 

Personal services: One teacher. $12,000, 
one coordinator, $14,000, six teacher aides, 
$21,960 tor $3,360 each); fringe benefits such 
as retirement and medical insurance. $9,000; 
and in-service workshops, $1,500. 

Miscellaneous materials, supplies, 
travel for coordinator and free lunches 
$2,624 

Transportation: $42,000. 

MacDonald’s report shows there will be 45 
pupils coming into the Winchester school 
system. There will be 12 each attending the 
Ambrose and Lincoln Schools; 11 will go to

survey by returning questionaires." says 
Mrs. Sweeny. 

A committee of about 200 volunteers have 
been working on the preparation and planning 
of the project. Survey questions are based 
‘solely gathered from Winchester residents. 
Mrs. Sweeny reports. 

The questionaire was printed by graphic 
xirts students at the Northeast Metropolitan 
Regional Vocational High School under the 
direction of department staff. This kept 
printing costs low. 

"It is anticipated the results of the 
questionaire will express taxpayers’ views 
and help in the planning and development of 
future activities in the Winchester school 
system,” concludes Mrs. Sweeny. 


The Metropolitan Area 
Planning Council (MAPC) filed 
a bill proposing creation of a 
metropolitan service com¬ 
mission and the consolidation 
of the Massachusetts Bay 
Transit Authority (MBTA > and 
the Metropolitan District 
Commission (MDC). 

The purpose of the proposal 
is to provide greater ac¬ 
countability and respon¬ 
siveness to the region served 
by the two agencies. 

H1626 bill is now with the 
joint committee on urban af¬ 
fairs. which heard the bill in 
early April and took it under 
advisement. A report is ex¬ 
pected in a couple of weeks. 

MAPC president John J. 
McCarthy feels "The basic 
structure of the council’s bill is 
similar in many respects to 
proposals recommended 
previously by the US Advisory 
Commission on Intergovern¬ 
mental Relations.” 

Joseph Zimmerman of 
MAPC says the proposal is an 
attempt to better coordinate 


related regional functions by 
putting them under the um¬ 
brella of one agency. 

A metropolitan service 
commission would be directly 
accountable to and controlled 
by community public officials 
of area cities and towns. 

The present set-up makes 
"little sense and is politically 
impractical,” said Zim¬ 
merman. 

He noted it requires the 
MBTA and MDC 
municipalities to pay upwards 
of 50 to 95 percent ol the cost of 
supporting the organizations, 
but at the same time affords 
communities little or no control 
over the operation and 
direction of regional 
organizations. 

The consolidation plan would 
come under direct control of a 
governing body comprised of 
elected officials. The new 
commission would assume all 
legal powers now held bv 
MBTA and MDC. 

The governing body would 
draw members from the 101 


MAPC municipalities, one 
representative from each city 
or town. 

The committee would be 
given power to act in areas 
needing legislative and ap¬ 
proval authority. This would 
include budgetary, 
procedureal and planning 
matters. 

The proposal also calls for 
reconstittuing the MBTA 
advisory committee and 
establishing a similar advisory 
group for MDC. 

A metropolitan ad¬ 
ministrator would direct the 
operation of five departments: 
transportation, environmental 
affairs, bureau of regional 
purchasing, bureau of regional 
data processing and bureau of 
municipal data services. 

The bill is designed to 
broaden the scope of regional 
services provided to cities and 
towns. At the same time it 
would give communities a 
strong regional voice, said 
McCarthy.

Police Hope To Keep Streets 
Open Over Holiday Weekend 


Winchester police over this coming 
bicentennial weekend will attempt to keep 
tourist traffic on major roads heading out of 
town. 

Safety Officer John W. McKinley told The 
Star that the town will not block off roads to 
traffic. 

"When Lexington becomes saturated and 
maybe Concord (with traffic) we’ll put up 
signs, say on Johnson road, saying the road 
street is blocked and most people would keep 
going down Rte. 3. to Arlington.” 

The Winchester police will try to keep all 
roads open to emergency apparatus no 
matter what the situation in surrounding 
towns. 

The Winchester civil defense unit will 
work with civil defense units from the 21 other 
cities in the Greater Boston area bearing the 
brunt of the three-day holiday traffic which is 
expected to begin Saturday morning and 
continue through Monday. 


The heaviest traffic of the weekend un¬ 
doubtedly will be Saturday, when towns 
closely involved with the Revolutionary 
battles stage parades and other ceremonies. 

In Concord the parade begins at 9 a.m. on 
Saturday, April 19. “If you’re going to Con¬ 
cord. go early,” advised Officer McKinley. 

He recommended residents ride bicycles 
and secure them before they get to the parade 
route. “Bicycles will not be allowed or 
tolerated on the parade route in Lexington,” 
advised McKinley. 

He strongly advised Winchester residents 
to leave motor vehicles behind, particularly if 
they are going near the center of Lexington or 
Concord. 

In Concord, the parade is scheduled to 
begin at 2 p.m. on Patriots Day, Saturday. 

But in Arlington, the Patriots Day parade 
is not scheduled until Monday, beginning at 9 
a.m. 

That town expects 150 police officers, 


along with a helicopter, on duty during the 
parade. 

Winchester residents are advised to keep 
their motor vehicles far away from the line of 
march in Arlington, which is Massachusetts 
avenue from Park avenue to Linwood street. 

Arlington has announced that cars will be 
tow’ed if they are blocking traffic. 

Safety Officer McKinley suggested that 
residents and tourists visiting Winchester call 
the nationwide toll-free bicentennial service, 
1-800-242-0980, for information on activities. 

The Massachusetts Bicentennial Com¬ 
mission has five telephone lines in operation. 
If they are busy, keep trying. 

The safetv officer also suggested that 
residents who intend to become involved in 
weekend acitivites tune in to radio station 
WBZ, which has announced it will broadcast 
hourly reports on what’s happening during 
the three-day weekend. 

“We don't anticipate any problems,” said 
McKinley about the Winchester situation, 
adding that the Highway Department has 
been advised to be ready with barriers in case 
they are needed. 

The Winchester police station has a map of 
hotel locations, major roads and parade 
routes for out-of-towners who become lost.

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EDITORIAL 

These Drag-Out Sessions 

"Town meeting’s a bore." 

"To think I tried to get elected and then I have to sit here and listen to 
this! ’’ 

"I’m never going to run again. This is it." 

These are just a few of the negative comments we’ve been hearing from 
town meeting members tired of the drag-out sessions lately. This year’s 
town meeting has been devoid of any romance Issues and serving has 
become more laborious than exciting. 

But the meeting must go on and members are urged to occupy their seats 
until all the business has been completed. Absences are running high this 
year, reflecting the lack of exciting issues. 

There is also a certain amount of frustration for members. This year, it 
seems, a few vocal members seem determined to prolong the meeting for as 
long as possible. Though these members may be sincere in their motivation 
to examine each article carefully, at the same time they are discouraging 
others. 

After two full nights of meetings on the school budget, someone had the 
insensitivity to reconsider the issue. Now the meeting must go through 
much of the same debate again. It Is inconsiderate of a few members to 
adopt such delaying tactics. 

These members can only be considered obstructionists, working against 
the orderly flow of business, intent on getting their way no matter what the 
cost in human endurance. Reconsideration of salary hikes for town em¬ 
ployees after a full night’s debate is another example. 

In the end, both issues will in all probability be passed in more or less 
similar form to their present form. What will have been accomplished? 
Nothing positively. 

But there will be plenty on the negative ledger. More members will have 
lost patience with the meeting, having seen their intense deliberations go 
for naught through reconsideration. 

Next year it will be more difficult to convince voters to run for election 
for the town meeting. Absences will continue to climb at this town meeting. 
And a as a general result, the democratic process suffers. 

Individual members should think before they speak or act and ask 
themselves whether their action will contribute to the meeting. There is far 
too much time being spent on repetitious matters and on the personal 
ruminations of a few speakers who seem to think that the world is holding its 
breath to hear what they have to say. 

These speakers should consider that five minutes at town meeting 
multiplied by 180 (the average number of TMMs present) equals a total of 15 
hours tiie of world’s time spent on their reminiscences. 

Town meeting members and those residents attending and speaking 
should be more considerate of each others time.

Planning Board Sign By-Law 
Changes Result From Hearing

The first purpose of this column is to thank 
The Winchester Star for its excellent 
coverage of the proposed sign by-law. 

The second purpose is to explain the 
reasons for the several changes which the 
Planning Hoard will offer by way of an 
amendment to Article 24. The third purpose is 
to discuss the import of some of these 
changes. 

It is important to note that the proposed 
sign by-law will not become part of the zoning 
by-law and unlike most Planning Board ar¬ 
ticles. a public hearing was not required. 

It was felt, however, that a well-publicized 
hearing would nevertheless provide a better 
forum for townwide input and could con¬ 
siderably cut down on the time later required 
on town meeting floor. 

Unfortunately, however, because of timing 
problems, a "final draft” of Article 24 had to 
be submitted several days before the 
scheduled public hearing; That hearing 
subsequently brought forth numerous wor 
thwhile suggestions. 

Because of the valuable content of the 
information gained, the Planning Hoard 
determined that an extensive amendment, 
while perhaps cumbersome, would result in a 
better by-law and could greatly lessen time 
later required of town meeting members in 
discussing small details. 

The following changes are among those 
incorporated into a completely retyped 
version of the by-law dated March 25, 
distributed at town meeting, and available to 
anyone at the office of the town engineer. The 
changes are underlined in that version or 
noted in the margins for easy location. 

Tiie first change, in Section I. Paragraph 
2d, is a technical one which does not change 
the intent to regulate certain trademarks, 
etc . which might be built into tin* ar¬ 
chitecture of a new building "golden ar¬ 
ches," for example. 

Section I. Paragraph 2g is also a technical 
change. The by-law as originally proposed 
permitted "customary signs of local non¬ 
profit organizations ” 

The Board of Appeal suggested that what 
is "customary" and what is "not customary’- 
might be difficult to interpret by law. It also 
suggested deletion of the word ‘‘local" so as 
not to specifically restrict a sign erected by 
the Red Cross, lor example, because of that 
organization’s national character. 

Section I. Paragraph 2h: Allows signs on 
motor vehicles as long as the vehicles are in 
general use, but would restrict the use of a 
trailer or truck used principally for ad¬ 
vertising purposes in a stationary position. 

The change in Section II. Paragraph Ik 
deletes the word "establishment" in the 
definitiion of a store because legal minds 
suggested that the word "establishment” 
might also be hard to define 

Under the proposed amendment, Section 
III. Paragraph I is changed to provide the 
building commissioner with the three sets of 
plans which his office requires, instead of two 
sets, and also makes it clear that the building

commissioner has discretionary authority to 
require additional drawings when he 
determines that more information is 
requiared. 

One of the most obviously needed changes 
((Section III, 2b) was not earthshaking, but 
was brought out from several sources, in¬ 
cluding the Finance Committee and the 
public hearing. 

In the original version the general 
prohibition against free standing signs would 
technically prohibit even a mailbox sign or a 
small physician’s or attorney’s sign hanging 
from a lamppost. Under the new version 
small signs of less than two square feet would 
not be prohibited. 

The change in Section IV, Paragraph 6 
removes a restriction which would have 
required signs of all non-profit institutions, 
churches, etc., to be at least five feet back 
from a lot line. Signs such as the "emergency 
room” sign at Winchester Hospital and small 
free-standing signs near churches would now 
not have to be moved back from the lot line as 
they would have been. 

The newly added Section IV. Paragraph 7 
and a change in Section IV, Paragraph 2 act 
to prevent an undue hardship for any existing 
business legally operating in a non- 
conforming location. 

Under the original version such businesses 
would have been limited to one sign of not 
more than 10 square feet, regardless of the 
size of the business or building. 

As now proposed, such businesses would 
lie entitled to the same signs they would be 
entitled to if they were not non-conforming. 

Sections VIII, IX and X have been com¬ 
pletely rewritten, rearranged and added to 
with extensive legal help and wording from 
the Board of Appeal. Although the changes 
here are lengthy and wordy, all changes with 
the exception of Section VIII, Paragraph 4 are 
proceedural or administrative in nature as 
opposed to regulatory. 

Section VIII, Paragraph I, however, has 
one of the most substantive changes in the 
whole amendment, as it does give to the 
Hoard of Appeal a certain amount of 
discretionary power to authorize other free¬ 
standing signs not otherwise authorized in the 
by-law- under limited well-defined conditions. 

Typical of the signs which the writer feels 
might be authorized by the Hoard of Appeal 
would be the typo of free-standing sign 
currently standing at the J. H. Winn Co. at 620 
Washington st ora free-standing sign for the 
proposed Stop & Shop development on 
Swanton st. 

In either of these situations it would seem 
that the architecture of the buildings or the 
location in relationship to the street would be

There’s A Time To Accept, 
Let Go Of Responsibility

This week while listening to a message on 
tape by Hugh Lynn Cayce, director of the 
Association for Research and Enlightenment 
(ARE) at Virginia Beach, Va., there was a 
note of interest concerning responsibility. 

Cayce, son of the late modern-day prophet 
and healer Edgar Cayce, was talking about 
consciousness, a word used often these days 
in relation to self-awareness. 

The younger Cayce pointed out there 
comes a time in a person’s life when he or she 
can no longer blame parents or society for 
things which don’t go just right. 

We can’t keep saying or believing "If only 
my parents had ..." or "If the community had 
only provided ...” 

There comes a moment when we must face 
the truth. No matter what past circumstances 
and experiences have been, we must look 
inward and realize our own personal future is 
our own personal responsibility. We can, to a 
great extent, mold our own destiny. 

Cayce said there’s no need to travel to 
Europe to gain information about self. It’s 
already at hand. Look within. The answers 
are all within. 

Some parents w-onder when they should 
permit children to accept responsibility for 
their own actions. 

Most parents, however, don’t even think 
about it at all.. These people just go about 
their business of being a parent who is "in 
control" rather than one who "guides." Very 
often when things go wrong, these same 
parents accept guilt and continue to try to 
control. 

W'hal chance do kids have if they are not 
taught to make decisions and accept 
responsibility for their own actions? 

There are no pat answers. "Parenting" is 
not at all easy. In fact, it is the most difficult 
task of adulthood. 

From what I’ve read, learned from per¬ 
sonal experience and heard from others, 
parental releasing of responsibility to 
children must begin in the cradle and con¬ 
tinue until a child’s entrance into adulthood. 

As Junior learns to brush his teeth and tie 
his shoelaces, he must also accept these 
chores as his responsibility. 

If mother does not release these respon¬ 
sibilities early in Junior's life, she may still be 
saying to him when he’s 18, "Did you brush 
today?" 

The same goes for getting up in the 
morning. If young children are ailowed to 
dilly-dally and not arise when the alarm goes 
off or when Mother calls, they will grow up 


such that a free-standing sign might be in the 
public interest. 

It is sincerely hoped that this information 
will assist town meeting members and all 
persons who will in time be affected by the 
sign by-law to understand it more fully. 

The Planning Board has listed carefully to 
all recommendations and changes offered, 
and has acted in a positive way toward main 
of them. 

Ideally, the considerable extra time spent 
by the Planning Hoard to date will reduce the 
detail work later required by the town 
meeting, and will allow a smooth flowing 
discussion of the larger issue by town meeting 
members. 

Please support this important legislation. 


depending on Mother to get them off to high 
school or later to their job. 

I am guilty of not releasing this respon¬ 
sibility to my children early enough. My 
children were in high school when I realized I 
was still holding on to this responsibility. I 
talked with the children about it and bought 
them personal alarm clocks so they could get 
themselves up. 

One child accepted the responsibility 
readily. However, the other resisted. Anger 
was apparent. It was as if Mother had put her 
child adrift in the Atlantic Ocean. 

Before long the clock of this child somehow 
fell on the floor and became broken. 

I got wise and bought another clock and 
announced I wasn’t going to do any more 
waking for anyone. I kept my promise. It 
w-asn’t too long before my child, after being 
late a few times, accepted the responsibility 
of getting up in the mornings. 

As parents it is our responsibility to guide 
and not control. It is our responsibility to be 
aware of the right time to release respon¬ 
sibility to our children. We must not keep 
holding on if our children are to grow. 

And if we find it difficult to "let go” we 
must look inward and discover why we need 
to hold onto someone else’s responsibility. 
Letting go for a parent is frequently difficult, 
but it is essential for the survival of our 
children. 


Then there are responsibilities which we 
as parents and citizens refuse to accept. Quite 
often we leave participation in politics, town 
government, education and civic and charity 
groups to the nextdoor neighbor. 

Even when we accept a responsible 
position, such as being a town meeting 
member, we shirk our duty unless there is a 
personal interest in the topic to be discussed. 

Last Thursday, when a scheduled 
clergyman was unable to give the opening 
prayer at the annual town meeting, Town 
Clerk Elsie Nelson rose to the occasion by 
giving Town Moderator Raymond Kenney a 
poem to read. 

Mrs. Nelson expected the day might one 
day come when the message of the poem- 
responsibility—could be presented to town 
meeting. Here is the poem. 


It Isn V The Town 

... IPs You 

If you want to live in the kind of a town 
Like the kind of a town you like, 

You needn’t slip your clothes in a grip 
And start on a long, long hike, 

You’ll only find what you left behind, 

For there's nothing that’s really new.

Garbage Trucks Stop Here! 


You can tell bicentennial fever is catching 
on. The Star on Tuesday called the state 
Bicentennial Commission number (1-800-242- 
0980) for a line on what’s happening in our 
area over the weekend. This is how the calls 
went: 

1. The recorded voice of an operator an¬ 
nounced that the service has been discon¬ 
nected. (We didn’t dial the 1-800 first like you 
should.) 

2. There was a continuous crackling noise, 
like when your television set is on the wrong 
station. 

3. Nothing. No ring, no recorded an¬ 
nouncement, no busy signal. Just blank. 

4. A busy signal (encouraging). 

5. Success. We reached the bicentennial 
information service and got what we wanted. 
So keep trying. 


It’s disappointing to some of us that 
Winchester hasn’t done more to participate in 
the bicentennial celebrations. But there 
wasn’t the nucleus of leadership nor the 
community interest to do more. All the work 
has been done by just a few people. 

There are no weekend events planned. A 
medal has been cast, an archival center 
opened and the town’s history is being up¬ 
dated. But not much more. 

Maybe it’s not too late. The Honor 
America Committee of the American Historic 
and Cultural Society, Inc., suggest each 
American community erect a liberty pole or 
designate a liberty tree as their monument 
toward honoring America. 

In Paul Revere’s time one of the symbols 
of the colonists’ struggle was the liberty pole 
or tree around which the Sons of Liberty 
staged rallies, the society notes. 

The group suggests the monument be 
decorated with insignia of community 
organizations contributing toward the 
country’s progress. * 

If, as historians say, the American 
Revolution was supported by a minority of the 
people living in the colonies, then I wonder 
what our conservative friends in Winchester 
say then about the School Committee going 
ahead with Metco.

The 
town manager might want to eliminate some 
positions and then he won’t be able to.

Selectman John Sullivan really put it on 
the line to town meeting members Monday 
who all meeting long have been pecking away 
at town budgets. 

"If you really want to cut the budget and 
are really sincere about it, stand up and make 
motions to reduce services. Stand up and say 
we don't want inter-scholastic sports, maybe, 
and 12 firemen on a shift, or four patrol cars 
at night... 

"It’s not really fair to ask your public 
employees to bear the full brunt of inflation. 
We should all share the costs of inflation. And 
the only way to do that is to cut services." 

With that the meeting immediately 
rejected, 123-25, a move to reconsider pay 
raises to town employees. So the raises stand. 


I suspect the police wouldn’t have been 
unhappy to have their pay raises recon¬ 
sidered. As Selectman Sullivan explained 
earlier, if the town meeting rejected the 12.2 
percent pay raise for police, the police would 
then have likely made their last best offer and 
gone to arbitration. 

The arbitrator would have the option of 
accepting either the town's figure or the 
police’s figure. He couldn’t recommend an 
average. In similar cases these arbitrators 
have sided with police. 

The Winchester police, by the way, are the 
lowest among 19 comparable towns surveyed 
by the selectmen. 

Starting salary for a patrolman is $10,441. 
Maximum for a lieutenant is $14,732. To that 
can be added increments of $300 for every five 
years worked to a maximum of $1,200. The 
police get 11 paid holidays and a number of 
self improvement courses.

EDITOR OF THE STAR: 

It’s quite clear the Water Board is not 
aware of the testing of surface water for 
organic compounds that become a health 
hazard when chlorine is added. The use of 
chlorine to control bacteria has been ac¬ 
complished, but the use of chlorine to treat 
water has been strongly challenged of late 
because of its dangerous by-products. 

Dr. Carlson, research biologist, University 
of Minnesota, “When chlorine is used to treat 
water, it doesn’t disappear, it shows up in 
thousands of new compounds.” 

EPA’s McGlennon says, “No state has had 
the laboratory equipment to do all of the 
required water testing. In fact, we are just 
now uncovering the technology to detect some 
of these harmful substances, particularly the 
cancer-causing agents.” 

McGlennon further stated that, “Faced 
with limited funds, staff and equipment, most 
of Massachusetts water-testing has been 
limited to the standard search for harmful 
bacteria. However, some authorities, in¬ 
cluding the EPA, believe there should be 
growing emphasis on a search for viruses, 
pesticides, carcinogens and other toxic 
substances.” 

The answer to this complex problem is the 
use of carbon in water treatment. Carbon can 
remove almost all dangerous organics in 

water. 

Dr. Harris, a water expert, said, “They 
are not using carbon because the waterworks 
industry has been quite successful in con¬ 
vincing the consumer that there are no health 
hazards with drinking water, that these small 
levels of organic compounds at, at best, or at 
worst, are only producing mild tastes and 
odors.” 

New tests of our water supply are urgently 

needed.

Your article last week covering my 
comments to the Winchester League of 
Women Voters’ annual meeting was fine 
reporting with one exception being the sense 
of remarks I made about Common Cause. 

I wished to show that groups like the 
league, my own organization and Common 
Cause must take special care that ttte reforms 
we support are not self-defeating by being 
unduly restrictive. 

The impression left by the article was that 
Common Cause went “overboard” in sup¬ 
porting legislation which requires an inor¬ 
dinate amount of paper work for campaign 
finance reporting. 

Perhaps it is a subtle distinction, but the 
point was not that Common Cause had 
necessarily gone to extremes but rather that 
it had entered a gray area where, in the in¬ 
terests of eliminating campaign abuses, 
going to unrealistic extremes is possible. 

I believe I was careful to make such a 
distinction at the time but, if not, wish to do so 
now. 

An unavoidable fact of governmental life 
is that the most important reforms require 
treading in similar gray areas, and groups 
like ours have a responsibility not to let our 
zeal overpower good judgment. Common 
Cause has done well in this regard. 

Such a wide-ranging talk must have been a 
reporter’s nightmare. Other than one un¬ 
derstandable misunderstanding Arthur 
MacDonnell’s coverage was remarkably 
complete.

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‘Li’l Abner’ Has Fine Sense Of Movement

For its first musical McCall Junior High 
School offered last week a work sensibly 
chosen within the range of the students’ 
talents and designed to exploit to the full a 
large and continually diverting company. 

“Li’1 Abner” was directed by Mrs. 
Richard Santos with a fine sense of movement 
and stage economy. 

Not a moment was wasted; not a single 
piece of business was fussy or redundant. It is 
rare to see such control and confidence in a 
company of this age. 

The colorful and effective settings, 
designed and executed by Mrs. Edward 
Fitzgerald, Mrs. Craig Wark and a large crew 
of students, framed the action fittingly. 

Costumes, some provided by the per¬ 
formers themselves, were ably fashioned by 
Mrs. Henry Skehan and a student crew into 
striking likenesses of the comic strip 
characters. 

Leading parts were well-cast and well-

sung. Laurie Easton made a fine Daisy Mae, 
appealing in her soulful moments and 
devastating in pique, Stephen D’onofrio 
matched her well. 

Patricia Wells as Mammy Yokum. though 
less scraggy than her cartoon image, 
dominated the stage on her every ap¬ 
pearance. 

Donnie Getson as her husband was a good 
foil to her. 

Of the other principals Wayne Maggio 
(General Bullmoose), Bill Monson (Ear¬ 
thquake McGoon) and Matt Twomey 
(Marryin’ Sam) performed their long parts 
with stamina and relish. 

They were supported by a large chorus of 
attractively grotesque individuals whose 
ensemble work, under the able guidance of 
choreographer Bee Gonnella, again revealed 
the careful planning and direction that went 
into the production. 

There were some good “in” jokes. The 
voice of the president of the United States was 
portrayed by Arthur Hannaway, asst, prin¬ 
cipal customarily heard as a disembodied 
voice over the school’s intercom system. 


Principal Joseph Forte appeared in frock 
coat as a butler, creating near hysteria 
among his students. 

The long line of muscle-men, representing 
the transformed manhood of Dogpatch, was 
played by several of the school’s male 
teachers who obviously enjoyed every 
moment. 

The function of a production like this is 
primarily educational in that it harnesses so 
many different talents to a common purpose. 
There were many such talents that did not 
appear to the audience on stage, notably 
Robert Baumann and other students who 
made posters and those who ably applied 
makeup under the direction of Mrs. Robert 
Baron. 

It is all the more to the credit of the school 
that the production was financed and made 
possible by the efforts of parents, teachers 
and friends under the guiding hand of the 
producer, Mrs. James Barger, president of 
the Parent’s Association, with no call being 
made on the school budget.

The pomp and pagentry of this month’s 
recreated Revolutionary War events, peopled 
by hordes of minutemen (the emphasis on 
men), caused me to wonder whether women 
ever entered the all-male colonial world. 

My question led to Beth Kavanaugh, a 
feminine fife teacher and the only women 
member of the Arlington Menotomy colonial 
minutemen company. 

A colonial history researcher by 
avocation, she has compiled a bibliography 
which includes books on the role of women in 
those perilous times. 

While many women supported the war 
effort by making musket balls and cartridges, 
gathering supplies, bandages, blankets and 
clothes, a rare few entered the actual fight. 

Mrs. Kavanaugh sent me notes on the 
famous Revolutionary War soldier Deborah 
Sampson who fought for and receiver her 
deserved military pension in 1804. This was 25 
years after she left service with a discharge 
signed by Gen. George Washington. 

As a child born into a dissolute home in 
Plymouth, Deborah was placed in foster 
homes, kept out of schools and indentured as 
a servant until she was 18. 

Becoming a soldier was not an impulse, 
Mrs. Kavanaugh noted. Deborah taught her 


self to re$d by borrowing children’s books and 
entered grade school when her servitude was 
terminated by law. 

Deborah then taught for a few months to 
earn the $12 necessary for materials to 
fashion a man’s suit of clothes. She left 
Plymouth and reappeared as Robert Shir- 
tliffe who enlisted in 1778 with Capt. Nathan 
Thayer, Medway. 

For three years she served as a common 
soldier and was twice wounded. A severe 
head wound proved her undoing for she W'as 
sent to an army hospital, supposedly dying. 
The surgeon discovered that his patient was a 
woman and worked out a plan to allow 
Deborah to leave service without public 
disgrace. 

When she recovered, she was given a letter 
to deliver to Gen. Washington by her com¬ 
mander. “He said not a word,” one account 
reads, “but in silence handed her a 
discharge.” He also provided “sufficient 
money to take her home.” 

Her post-war life was prosaic. She 
married, and by 1795 became the mother of 
three children. She died in 1827.

“The play takes a light approach to a 
seVious subject, the malaise that happens to 
married people in their thirties who are faced 
with the realization of the end of youth,” she 
said.

“there is more to life than routines of work 
and home,” she said. “They recover a certain 
self-awareness and find out they are at¬ 
tractive and intelligent people, realizations 
that had been lost in the boredom of routine." 

In the role of Anne, Ms. Detore plays an 


urban mother who is witty and intelligent. 

(>nco a book editor who lunched with the likes 
of John Updike, she now lunches with two 
kids, sorts sox and exchanges w'itticisms with 
the deliverymen. 

Peter Miller, co-stars as Paul, a copy 
writer who is bored peddling toothpaste after 
youthful dreams of becoming another J.D. 
Salinger. 

Karen was featured in the Unitarian 
Players productions of “The Cruicible” and 
“The Man Who Came to Dinner.” She also 
starred in the Parish Players production of 
“Cactus Flower.” 

Last year she directed a version of Robert 
Anderson’s “Double Solitaire” for the New 
England Theatre Conference one-act play 
competition. 

Miller, whose rich speaking voice is heard 
on the radio news at WEEI-FM, is appearing 
for the first time on a Winchester stage. 

He has had both musical and serious 
dramatic roles at the Arlington Friends of the 
Drama. He was seen in featured roles in 
musicals “Cabaret” and “Can-Can” and in 
the melodrama “Dracula.”

On Rented Rooms 
To Be Held Soon 

Public hearings will be held this spring to 
determine it properties on Washington street, 
used lor lodging or rooming houses prior to 
enactment of the 1973 zoning by-law. may 
continue. 

Selectmen will be seeking recom 
inundations from the police chief, the fire 
chief, the Board of Health and the Planning 
Board and then set a date lor the hearings. 

The> will concern property at 270 
Washington st . owned by Kenneth Wright of 
11A Lakeview rd . and 219 Washington st.. 
owned by Matteo Gallo of the same address. 

Wright and Gallo recently requested 
licenses from the office of the zoning ad¬ 
ministrator to rent rooms in this general 
residence district which is non-conforming 
use in accordance with the new zoning by-law 

According to Norman F Sherman, 
assistant zoning administrator, before the 
new by-law. use of the properties for lodgings 
or rooms was permitted. 

However, according to state law. licenses 
were and are required for lodgings which arc 
let to four or more persons not within the 
second degree of kindred to the person con¬ 
ducting the lodging or rooming house. 

Sherman notes licenses are granted on a 
yearly basis, expiring on Dec 31. A fee of up 
to $20 may be assessed by the municipality 
concerned. 

Licensing allows for determining who will 
serve as manager of the premises. It controls 
number of tenants, provides an available 
register and for periodic inspection. 

In the cases of Gallo and Wright, licenses 
to use the Washington street properties for 
lodgings or rooming houses were never 
sought until recently. 

Sherman notes the holding of a public 
hearing is optional hut “well advised." 

Selectmen agree and will schedule the 
hearings after receiving imput from police, 
lire, health and Planning Board officials

Here some 300 
men are given shelter, food, 
safety and medical care. 

Beacon Hill Area Meals on 
Wheels. This project, operated 
by the Paulist Center, provides 
hot and cold nourishing meals 


to people who cannot shop or 
cook for themselves. 

Wednesday Night Supper 
Club. This program, in its fifth 
year, provides over 100 aged, 
homeless, street people with 
companionship, good food and 
a sense of community at a 
Wednesday supper run by 
volunteers at the Paulist 
Center.

Max-Ed Now Community-Career Program 

h-EllenFlax high school seniors since thev are permitted i

The Massachusetts Expanded Educational 
Opportunities program at Winchester High 
School, completing its second year this year, 
will be known from now on as the community- 
career program. It has been called Max-Ed. 

Diane Boettcher, guidance counsellor and 
community-career program coordinator, 
feels the new appellation more aptly 
describes the project. “When people talk 
about the success of Max-Ed, it’s confusing as 
to whether they mean the program itself or 
the whole open campus system.” 

Stemming from the idea of free time, the 
program allows students to become involved 
with the Winchester community outside the 
school building, learn by experiencing, ex¬ 
plore careers and do volunteer service. 

According to Mrs. Boettcher the basic 
concept is “kids can learn in other places 
besides the school buildings. It’s another type 
of learning ” 

The program is primarily composed of 


high school seniors since they are permitted 
to take a two and a half-credit community- 
career course in place of a regular course, 
and consequently have more time. 

Sophomores and juniors take the program 
in addition to their other courses. 

Mrs. Boettcher emphasized once a student 
opts for a community-career course he or she 
must be involved for the whole semester, 
fulfill requirements set by course super¬ 
visors. attend regularly, band in monthly 
data sheets and complete course evaluations. 

Graded on a pass-fail basis, some courses 
last one semester while others may continue 
the next. “If the first semester is different 
and above and beyond the second semester, a 
student may continue,’’ noted Mrs. Boettcher. 

For instance, students involved with the 
Children’s Own School for emotionally 
disturbed children would likely be allowed to 
remain a second semester due to the con¬ 
tinually expanding problems and ex¬ 
periences. 

Some courses are conducted by com¬ 


munity persons such as the fire and police 
science classes, Winchester Hospital work 
and interaction with the League of Women 
Voters at the State Mouse. 

Others center around individual ex¬ 
perience. These include dental assisting and 
working with accounting firms. “Less like 
classes and more like internships.’’ is how 
Diane Boettcher describes these. 

“The community support has been 
gratifying. Most people are receptive.” 

With the aid of these persons 130 Win¬ 
chester High School students have been able 
to try out careers and attain new perspectives 
after and during school. 

Although each high school runs its open- 
campus project differently. Mrs. Boettcher 
explains the advantages of Winchester's. “It 
reaches anybody in the high school. It allows 
both students in college preparatory and 
those taking general courses to take part. 
Some schools offer the program to one group 
or the other. 

Under the total program students with free

Parkhurst School; and 10 in the Washington 
School. 

Of the total, 23 will be in grade one; 22 will 
be in grade two. 

The per pupil tuition expenditure is ex¬ 
pected to be $1,357. 

On funding, MacDonald said he talked 
with Carl Fuller of the Dept, of Education. 
Though Fuller is not the person who applies 
the “stamp of approval," he indicated the 
Winchester proposal "is within the ac¬ 
ceptable which would bo approved by the 
Board of Education." said MacDonald 

MacDonald explained in addition to the 
Metco proposal he must also forward an 
agreement between Meteo and the Win¬ 
chester School Department to the Dept, of 
Education. This agreement “spells out ser¬ 
vices the town may expect from the Metco 
office." . 

MacDonald noted among services which 
the Metco office may provide are tutorial 
instruction. 

Students Rights 

On the recommendation of Town Counsel 
Douglas Randall and School Committeeman 
Robert Frank, the committee decided to defer 
action of a town meeting article concerning 
students rights. 

Randdll and other town counsels around 
the state are troubled with a section of a state 
law which deals with discipline tor lack of it) 
over students’ behavior on school properties 
lor activities not connected with school 
functions. 

According to the way the law is worded, 
the counsels feel, if a student assaults a 
teacher or throws a rock through a school 
window, the School Department would not he 
able to effect disciplinary action. 

School Committee chairman Stephen R. 
Parkhurst noted though the students rights 
hill is state law. there is a home rule amend¬ 
ment with the exception of some rights 
guaranteed by the Supreme Court. 

The home rule amendment is the reason 
the School Committee is putting the matter 
before the town meeting. 

Student representative Andy DeMars 
argued “this is the purpose of the law." 

He said if a student throws a rock through 
a school window and is guilty, he would be 
dealt with the same way he would if the rock 
were thrown through a Town Hall window. 


Committee members Catherine Fallon 
and Robert Pritchard voiced a desire to 
recommend town meeting accept the students 
rights law, but were wary and agreed with 
Parkhurst and Frank to "wait until the next 
meeting." 

Frank noted the town counsels will 
probably have met on the matter again and be 
able to offer additional input 

Pritchard said he’d like to know what the 
majority of other towns are doing on the 
matter. 

The School Committee members agreed if 
the matter comes up at town meeting before 
they are sure of their position, they will ask to 
table the matter. Then, if the subject comes 
up again before decision, they will seek to 
“indefinitely postpone." 

Honor Society 

There was discussion on the National 
Honor Society and whether or not to remain 
active with the organization. 

High School principal Vincent Larocco 
recommended getting out of the Honor 
Society in order “to broaden the scope of 
recognition of academic achievement.’’ 

Larocco said there is a lot of confusion 
regarding the Honor Society. The general 
populace believes recognition is based 
strictly on academic achievement. 

The truth of the matter is recognition is 
based on four abilities on a 25 percent-each 
basis: academic attainment, character, 
leadership and service 

Of the 425-430 students in a class, said 
Larocco, 80 may be recognized for the Honor 
Society, but under another system, ill 
students could attain recognition. 

Supt. MacDonald said it made him 
“nervous" to think of stopping the Honor 
Society. "Maybe the selections procedure 
needs changing." he said 

Mrs. Fallon noted she would like to see 
Honor Society members participating in 
activities as a unit. At the least, she said she’d 
like to see the program studied and made 
“more meaningful." 

Larocco said a few years ago he tried to 
get Honor Society students involved in 
tutoring other students. “This is a service we 
need ” The students were not interested in 
performing this function, he said. 

Student representative Phyllis Lee said 
most of the high school students feel the 
“Honor Society is a joke," adding that "they 
never meet as a group." 

School Committee member-elect John 
Noble said he felt the society could be built up 
if those advising would “sell it." 

The committee voted to keep the Honor 
Society for at least another year.

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Danehy Challenges 
The County Budget 

Middlesex County Commissioner John L 
Danehy has challenged the $33.8 million 
county budget recently submitted to the Joint 
Legislative Committee on Counties. 

He has threatened to bring suit to have the 
six-inch thick budget document declared 
invalid. 

Danehy is reported to have been ••miffed” 
because he was excluded from the budget 
preparation. A month ago. while he was on 
vacation, the only other commissioner. S. 
Lester Ralph, endorsed the budget proposal 
drafted by his aides and had it sent to the 
printers. 

Before Danehy returned from vacation, 
the county advisory board began its review of 
the proposal. 

Though Danehy had approved parts of the 
propsoal before leaving, it is known he had 
sought to make a number of inclusions op¬ 
posed by Ralph and the final proposal did not 
include the wants of Danehy 

In a two-page letter to the Joint Legislative 
Committee, Danehy charged the budget 
before them “is an expression of one com¬ 
missioner's thoughts as to what the Middlesex 
County budget of 1975-76 should contain and 
nothing more.” 

His letter said: "At no time during the 
preparation or completion of this record was 
there an agreement (by Danehy and Ralph) 
as to its contents, or as to whether the 
proposals were of sufficient detail to enable 
said commissioners to explain any increase 
or decrease as state law dictates ” 

Danehy charges that “at no time” was he 
or his office notified about a “so-called” 
estimate for reduction 

Danehy said, “If this estimate is accepted 
by your honorable committee, I would have 
no recourse other than to seek an opinion 
from the attorney general and to then seek the 
appropriate judicial relief.”

Ralph Charges 
Danehy , Sullivan

have shown nothing but abuse for the citizens 
of Middlesex County.” 

He was referring to the appointment of 
Rep Michael E. McLaughlin fD-Billerica) to 
the vacant seat on the three-member board of 
county commissioners. 

Ralph said McLaughlin’s appointment had 
drawn “a veil once again across the county.” 

McLaughlin, 29, assistant House majority 
leader and a three-term representative, 
gained title to the county seat, held until 
January by U.S. Congressman Raul E. 
Tsongas, on the votes of Danehy and Sullivan, 
both of Cambridge 

Ralph had nominated Westford selectman 
Mark Mulligan, whose two month long can 
didacy for commissioner had received the 
support of State Sen B. Joseph Tully. co- 
chairman of the Joint Legislative Committee 
on Counties. 

Tully later said of the election: “They 
have chosen someone who is knowledgeable 
in municipal and state affairs and who is an 
articulate state representative. However, in 
selecting this candidate, they have once again 
acted in a veil of secrecy and deception which 
is nothing new in the actions of that group.” 

Ralph claims that for months he tried to 
present the most qualified person to fill 
Tsongas’ vacancy, and at no time was he able 
to get Danehy, who is board chairman, and 
Sullivan to agree. At no time did they “hint” 
at the name of the man they finally selected. 

Ralph said: “Sullivan is no novice in this 
game that he played He was responsible for 
the seating of several commissioners in the 
past, all of whom the voters huve since 
rejected.” 

Ralph added: “I never had an opportunity, 
nor did the press, to learn of the new com¬ 
missioner’s commitment to continued county 
progress—to the present county hospital 
administration, a more refined purchasing 
process, positive use of the old training school 
site, reform of personnel accountability.” 

Not only were Ralph and the press not 
allowed to get answers, said Ralph, "we were 
never even allowed the questions."

It passed on a standing vote, BO-61. 

Several decisions were made by the 
meeting on the capital equipment budget with 
$77,720 appropriated for new or replacement 
equipment and $39,600 rejected for others. 

Equipment approved is itemized as 
follows: 

$18,120 to replace four police cruisers; 

— $11,000 for a 2Vi-ton rack truck for the 
forestry department; 

— $5,000 to replace a 1970 station wagon for 
the superintendent of streets; 

$13,500 to replace a 1953 sidewalk roller; 

$6,100 for snow and ice sanders; 

— $9,000 for air conditioning a portion of 
the public library , 

— $15,000 for a new garbage truck. 

Rejected were a second garbage truck and 

$24,600 for a dump truck for the highway 
department 

Police Cars 

Motions to amend were unanimously 
defeated during difeussion of replacing four 
police cruisers. 

Feeling there could be a substantial 
savings. TMM Robert F\ Joyce tried to add 
the words “with intermediary sized vehicles” 
to the main motion. 

Joyce noted other cities and towns have 
gone to smaller economy cars which cost $800 
less than those proposed and which reduces 
fuel consumption. 

Joyce said police departments in Boston 
and Los Angeles are using smaller cars and 
have eight cylinders, heavy duty suspension 
brakes and four doors 

TMM William T. Ryerson agreed with 
Joyce that Winchester should move in the 
direction of smaller ears 

TMM Vincent G. Carroll emphasized the 
need for the motion to say “police package” 
to ensure equipment required by police in 
performing their work would be included. 

Police Chief Edward F. Bowler agreed 
“police package” cars are essential and was 
against purchasing smaller ears for Win 
Chester. He agreed “there is a saving of 
gasoline,” but prefers cars with heavy duty 
transmission, rear end, brakes and special 
tires. 

He noted over the past six months the town 
has spent $3,000 for repairs to police cars 
“because we’ve had cars too long.” 

The main motion passed on a voice volt*. 

Sanitation Trucks 

Despite a warning by Selectman Chair¬ 
man Vito A Giarrizzo that garbage collection 
in Winchester may be reduced to “once in 
every two weeks,” town meeting settled on 
buying just one garbage truck instead of two. 

Besides saving the town money, town 
meeting members appeared to buy an 
arguement by TMM Eugene B.Rotondi that 
since “there is no emergency” wait until the 
town has a new manager and department of 
public works before buying equipment which 
may not be needed. 

Finance Chairman Barbara S. Hankins 
said the town’s trucks are “in terrible shape.” 

She said the Finance Committee originally 
favored buying only one new garbage truck, 
but after looking at present equipment, 
changed its opinion. 

In cot .itision, she said, “replace trucks or 
don’t collect the garbage.” 

TMM Robert Beattie, calling for “fiscal 
discipline,” said “we have to start 
somewhere, let's start with garbage trucks.” 

Arguing for two trucks, Giarrizzo said: 
“Those with garbage disposals may not be 
sensitive to the needs." 

The members readily agreed to purchase 
one truck, but rejected the second on a 
standing vote 116-44. 

Highway Department 

Town meeting voted to turn in i 1970 
wagon ($300 trade-in value) and buy a $5,000 
wagon for the superintendent of the Highway 
Department. 

The old wagon has 116,000 miles on it, has 
had $4,045 spent on repairs, and would need 
another $2,200 to keep it running, said 
Giarrizzo. 

The town meeting approved spending 
$13,500 to replace a 1953 sidewalk sander. 
Supt. Robert G. O’Brien said the town needs a 
sander and noted the town had to borrow one 
from the state this past winter because the 
town's was out of order and repair parts are 
no longer available. 

Town meeting rejected buying a dump 
truck at a cost of $24,600 to replace a 1964 five 
ton truck which has cost the town $2,350 to 
keep it operating and will cost $9,700 during 
the next year year 

The main objection to buying the truck 
came from Rotodi, who favored waiting for 
the new town manager and department of 
public works. Purchase of the truck lost on a 
65-64 vote. 

Snow and Ice 

Town meeting members approved 
spending $4,500 to replace a street sander and 
$1,600 for a new sidewalk sander. 

The Finance Committee authorized taking 
$1,600 from the reserve fund for a sidewalk 
sander on the recommendation of the 
superintendent of streets and selectmen 

The sander. described as "fairly new on 
the market,” was seen by O’Brien at a show 
and, according to Giarrizzo, “saves the town 
labor and overtime” and corrects a “for¬ 
merly dangerous situation” which had men 
manually shoveling sand behind a sidewalk 
plow. 

Mrs. Hankins noted that the personal 
services budget for snow and ice was reduced 
$3,200 due to saving of manpower here. 

TMM Hewis voiced disfavor that Finance 
would authorize spending $1,600 for a 
sidewalk sander and taking the money from 
the reserve fund without consulting town 
meeting 

Library Cooling 

Library Trustee Edward F. O'Connell, in 
asking town meeting support to spend $9,000 
for air conditioning at the library, noted from 
January to June $3,437 people visit the library 
each week while during the summer 2,829 
visit. While many residents go away in the 
summer, many stay home, he said 

TMM Clarence Borggaard said he felt 
“$9,000 a trifle” to spend for the benefit of 
patrons and works of the library. 

TMM James T. Hintlian recalled that two 
years ago it would cost $46,000 to air condition 
the library. To spend $9,000, he said, would be 
like “taking a trip one-fifth way across the 
Atlantic Ocean.” 

O’Connell said the entire library could not 
be air conditioned for $9,000. “We're aiming 
for the main reading room,” he said. 


The motion for $9 000 was passed on a 
voice vote. 

At the conclusion of the meeting, there was 
a motion to reconsider the Personnel Board 
article voted April 7 This article deals with 
salary hikes for police and other town em¬ 
ployees.

Chairman George Andersen indicated at 
the meeting the board’s feeling now is to go 
ahead with revaluation. TMMs questioned 
Andersen closely about possible decline in 
state aid if the town’s property is revalued 
upwards. (State aid to communities is 
determined under a complicated formula 
whereby communities with the least 
proportionate property tax receive the 
greatest aid.) 

At present Winchester’s valuation is at 67 
percent. TMM Justin M. James Jr. asked 
Andersen: "Who is responsible for 
minimizing the tax rate?” 

James said he doesn’t want to set? Win 
Chester placing a halo around its head for 
complying with the full-valuation law while 
Boston, which is not complying, “laughs at 
us.” 

TMM Ralph M Atkinson moved that 
action be delayed until the assessors provide 
the meeting with figures on which is most 
beneficial to the town status quo or 
revaluation. 

Earlier, Andersen said the $15,000 is to pay 
an outside consultant to help with revalue ting 
the town’s property 

Though Chairman Andersen was vague as 
to Winchester's complying with the court 
ruling requiring 100 percent valuation, Town 
Counsel Douglas A Randall left no doubt 

“The only issue before town meeting is 
whether they want to provide the Board of 
Assessors With outside help to bring valuation 
back to the too percent level." 

Randall said the law requires that too 
percent valuation “be brought about as 
rapidly as possible.” He added that state 
reimbursements will not be affected by 
revaluation, the state tax board promises. 

TMM Clara M Hewis, favoring 100 per¬ 
cent valuation, also favors more equitable 
valuation. She cited a business property 
assessed for $30,000 which recently sold for 
$120,000 and a home assessed for $27,000 
which sold for $57,000. 

Because of these inequalities, Ms. Hewis 
said, “we all pay more.” She urged defeat of 
the $15,000 on the grounds the assessors can 
do the job alone. 

Andersen argued in favor of piece-by-piece 
revaluation rather than an across-the-board 
percentage increase in value which would 
“compound whatever inequities that exist.” 

The revaluation article will be the first 
business before the meeting tonight. 

There were a number of other articles 
disposed of at Monday’s session. The meeting 
approved new equipment in addition to 
equipment voted at last week’s sessions. Two 
vans at $4,600 each were approved and $7,500 
fora sewer rotor voted, all for Water & Sewer 
Board. 

Also voted Monday was a replacement 
truck for the Cemtery Department, $8,200. 

The total money for new equipment 
($103,520) was voted to be taken from the 
stabilization fund rather than general 
revenue. 

TMM Michael Saraco explained that 
placing the money in the stabilization fund 
will permit the town to invest it and earn 
interest. 

Selectman Chairman Vito A. Giarrizzo 
sounded a note of alarm when he pointed out 
to the meeting that two chiefs cars, a garbage 
truck, a five-ton truck and a sweeper were cut 
this year from new equipment. 

He warned the members not to complain of 
lack of service and said: “By this constant 
deferring of things we consider essential, you 
may have a year when capital equipment will 
cost you m excess of $200,000 whether you like 
it or not.’ 

The meeting also voted to appropriate 
$114,652 toward the cost of reconstructing 
Palmer Lake streets. The town already has 
$104,000 in the the “bank” for this work. The 
total cost is $218,000, half reimbursed by the 
state and county. 

The town meeting Monday also heard a 
lengthy report on the need to upgrade school 
playgrounds A committee will make specific 
recommendations another year. 

The meeting voted $22,000 for the repair 
and painting of the north and south water 
storage tanks and $850 in matching funds for 
the Law Enforcement Assistance 
Administration.

Friends of the Winchester Hospital report 
there are three new services about to begin at 
the hospital 

These include an adult craft cart, an 
evening nursing unit clerical aid service and 
an information desk providing help in phone 
answering and giving information on 
patient’s conditions. 

The services were announced at the 
Friends recent spring meeting at the home of 
Mrs. Robert Mullins by Mrs. Frank Gunby. 
prcSidcnt. 

Further, Mrs. Gunby noted Hospital Week 
will be May 11-17. For the occasion a hospital 
fair will be held May 12 at the Winchester 
Town Hall from 2-4 p.m. and 7-9 p.m. 

Participating town organizations will 
sponsor specific areas of study. The Friends 
will show a film on breast self-examination 
Four doctors, John W O’Grady, James F. 
McDonough, Henry J. Hunter and John C. 
Going, will be present to answer questions 
and explain hospital diagnostic equipment 

Mrs. Gunby reported funds raised by the 
annual dance in the fall made it possible for 
the Friends to give the hospital $2,700 for a 
pulmonary pressure unit. 

Richard Pharo, administrative director of 
the Retina Foundation of Boston, was guest 
speaker at the spring meeting. He told of new 
discoveries in eye research. 

He said the goal of the foundation is to 
restore vision through research and 
development of various diagnostic and 
'treatment devices. 

A recent development, he said, is a small 
battery-operated, self-contained pump, about 
the size of a package of cigarettes and worn in 
a coat or shirt pocket. The pump is designed 
to deliver a constant flow of medication to the 
eye through a tube attached to glasses over a 
long period of time, or perhaps four or five 
days. 

Another new device developed over the 
past few years, said Pharo, is the indirect 
opthalmoscope. 

This is worn on the head and contains its 
own light source. The device gives the 
physician a 10 percent view of the inside of the 
eye. 

Still another is a wide angle contact lens 
opthalmic machine which features' a lens that 
fits on the pateint’s eye and enables the doctor 
to view the entire inside of the eye. This is 
particularly helpful to the doctor because it is 
the area around the retina where many 
diseases begin, said Pharo. 

The Retina Foundation director covered 
catarraet surgery and instrumentation used 
to combat this .major problem in un¬ 
derdeveloped nations. 

Pharo told the Friends about research the 
foundation, which is not totally instrument- 
oriented. is carrying on. There is study of a 
horseshoe crab which has an eye similar to 
humans. 

Another area of study is cancer of the 
retina, primarily a childhood disease. 

Pharo described diabetes as one of today’s 
greatest medical threats.Unfortunately, 
research in this area has halted at the 
foundation due to lack of funds, said Phara.

From time to time many people feel 
Congress takes too long developing solutions 
to solve the many problems this country 
faces. While that has some validity, it is not 
always true. For example, the Congress has 
been more active in the lust three months 
than in any similar period since World War II 

For years the attempts of 435 members of 
Congress working to represent the varied 
needs and viewpoints of their individual 
constituencies has been a slow and often 
trying process. 

Because once a bill is passed it is per¬ 
manently the law of the land and directly 
effects 203 million IJ.S. citizens, I feel haste is 
not the only criterion by which a bill or law 
should be judged. 

Realizing things could be done more ef¬ 
ficiently, the House began work several years 
ago to streamline the legislative process. The 
94th Congress, which began Jan. 14, is the 
product of these efforts. 

Many legislative bottlenecks have been 
removed and Mouse decision-making made 
more democratic. Early organization of the 
House during December permitted com 
mittees to get down to business as soon as 
Congress convened in January. By the first of 
April, the House had worked more days, been 
in session more hours, taken more record 
votes and passed more major legislation than 
in the first 10 weeks of any Congress in 30 
years. 

Congress passed a $22.8 billion tax cut bill 
which gives a 1975 rebate to hard-pressed 
taxpayers and closes loopholes for the 
monopolistic oil companies. We have 
deferred the President’s costly oil tariff in¬ 
crease, prohibited an increase in the cost of 
food stamps to the poor, provided emergency 
aid to our northeastern railroads, launched a 
long overdue investigation of the intelligence 
community, approved foreign aid ap¬ 
propriations fpr fiscal year 1975 and agreed to 
a resolution calling for lower interest rates. 

In addition, the House has passed a $5.9 
billion emergency jobs bill, a mortgage 
assistance biA for middle-income home- 
buyers, amendments to the older Americans 
Act and amendments to the Rehabilitation 
and Betterment Act

House committees have been working on a 
broad range of legislation. Both the House 
Ways and Means Committee and the House 
Interstate and Foreign Commerce Com 
mittee, on which I am the ranking member, 
are working long hours on energy legislation. 

These bills will probably reach the floor of 
the House before the end of April. Several 
important health bills are being marked up in 
the Commerce Committee. 

Among these is a bill which I strongly 
support to provide continued health insurance 
coverage for those who have lost jobs as a 
result of the recession. The I louse Banking, 
Currency and Housing Committee has just 
approved a bill 1 introduced to provide 
government Joans to cover mortgage 
payments for homeowners who have lost jobs 
or suffered loss of income because of 
economic conditions. Immediate House ac¬ 
tion on these measures is expected. 

As chairman of the House Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce Committee’s sub¬ 
committee on communications. I have been 
personally involved in a variety of activities 
in addition to those listed above. 

Last month, I chaired hearings on the 
reform of federal regulatory agencies such as 
the Federal Communications Commission 
which regulates television and radio, to insist 
on open hearings and open decisions. 

In addition, I raised my concern over the 
issue of increased sex and violence on 
television. I know that this is a matter of great 
concern to many, and I am going to pursue 
that issue in expanded special hearings later 
this spring.

And the extent of our fear will be 
determined in part by how much self- 
confidence wo possess. 

Examples of impatience and waiting 
might be after a test of our intelligence or 
academic achievement. 

It might be waiting for an answer from a 
college we want to enter or from a prospec¬ 
tive employer for a job we just applied for. 

It might be waiting for a letter or 
telephone call from someone we enjoy being 
With and want to see again. 

It might be after a breast examination. 

In January I felt a lump in my right breast. 

I was due for my regular annual check-up in 
March and 1 thought about waiting to have the 
lump checked at that time, but fear set in and 

I called the doctor sooner. 

When I saw him on a Thursday, he was 
suspicious of what he found. An appointment 
was made for a mammagram (special X-ray 
for detection of tumors or cancer) at Win¬ 
chester Hospital on the following Monday 
afternoon. 

From Thursday until Monday I was an 
anxious wreck. Those few days of waiting 
were like a month of waiting. Fear of the 
unknown (the mammagram exam and the 
results) caused unnecessary turmoil. (I later 
learned that a mammagram examiniation is 
not at all painful or uncomfortable. * 1 * I * * * * * * * 9 

As it turned out, my results were good. The 
doctor explained my condition (common in 
women) and alleviated my fears. This time of 
anxious waiting was over, but the thoughts 
that went through my mind endure 

This period of waiting was a test of 
patience and faith and became another in the 
many stepping stones in my spiritual, mental 
and emotional growth. This waiting period 
brought me to a halt in my everyday 
existence. It was an opportunity * for 
rearranging priorities. Good was derived. 

After close to a year of incarceration at 
Walpole Prison, a friend has another month of 
waiting before seeing the Parole Board 

His year of imprisonment has not only 
provided social punishment for a wrongdoing, 
but has placed him in an institution where he 
has been looked upon as less than human. 

This is not so much because of particular 
ill treatment by one person or another but 
becausi ' the prison system itself and its 
method »t putting an offender in a cage like 
an animal. It is a place where individuality is 
lost, distrust is rampant and there are no 
c losed doors to privacy. Even the individual 
johns are open to view while roaches run from 
cell to cell. 

My friend’s year of waiting and doing little 
but eat, sleep and watch television (until a 


few months ago when he was permitted to 
work in the recently reactivated prison 
foundry) has also provided opportunity for 
thinking and making plans for a new begin¬ 
ning. 

When he appears before the Parole Board 
next month, besides answering questions 
which will help the board determine if 
rehabilitation (whatever that means 
inasmuch as there are so few inmates who 
actually receive rehabilitative help) has 
taken place, my friend will also have to 
present a constructive program for future 
living. 

Tills program must include a place to live 
and a permanent job. 

In my friend’s case, the place to live is set, 
but the job has not been finalized. 

The difficult part of getting a program 
together is that a prisoner must depend on 
those on the outside for help. If there is no 
family, friends are needed. 

This is why the furlough system is so 
important. It permits a man tft leave the 
prison for a few hours to seek out job op¬ 
portunities. 

I have been trying to find my friend a job 
for the past several months. As we all know, 
the job market is not too swift these days and 
I have been batting zero. 

Here again, waiting is a prime factor. 
While he waits for word of a job from a friend, 
the friend waits for phone calls from potential 
employers who don’t call as they say they 
will. 

It is all very frustrating. But waiting is 
essential. It is one of the important 
ingredients of life. 

What is it they say: Everything comes to 
those who wait. Let’s hope the wait for his 
future job will conclude soon. 

Incidentally, he has a good work per¬ 
formance background in industry, general 
business, sales and hospital work. He also 
writes. A New York publisher is interested in 
a book of poems and a novel he has written 
and upon release from prison, a contract for 
publication will be worked out. 

Sometimes a waiting period can be 
shortened as was the case in Concord last 
week as citizens prepared for the opening of 
the bicentennial. 

I understand from good source that many 
doctors of pregnant women induced labor for 
earlier births for the protection of their 
patients who may have had difficulty getting 
through traffic to the hospital and delivered 
on the street. My source tells me seven babies 
were born in Concord Hospital on April 16, 
and up to 3 p.m., April 17, six more were born. 
How about that?

The selectmen’s what committee? you 
might ask. 

What indeed! 

Here is this group of men (all men, it 
might be added, count them, 1,2,3,4,5,6,7) that 
is supposed to be looking for the best town 
manager possible for Winchester. 

It’s a committee whose actions should be 
completely in the open, completely above 
board, open and far reaching. 

But the very first questions of the com¬ 
mittee was to ask if it had to meet in open 
session and had to keep notes. (Town counsel 
advised yes in both instances.) 

Then the chairman of the committee, John 
G. McElwee, told the press that he’s not going 
to give us any information. Lovely, lovely! 

Then the committee asks the town counsel 
if it has to abide by the charter provision 
stating that the town manager selected has to 
have three years experience. 

The town counsel’s answer to this was 
somewhat vague (see news story elsewhere in 
this paper). The point is: What’s the com¬ 
mittee up to? 

The qualifications of those men on the 
committee are impressive enough to have 
indicated the committee would do a thorough 
and above-board job in accordance with the 
charter. 

If the committee is trying to skirt the 
charter (as seems the case) then it’s not doing 
the citizens of Winchester any favors. 

Some former members of the charter 
commission have indicated they think the 
committee is trying to arrange so the 
selectmen’s present executive secretary, Ed 
Donnelly, is the new' town manager. 

Four former charter commissioners 
(there were nine) have told me they think the 
selectmen hand-picked their search com¬ 
mittee so the recommendation would be 
Donnelly. 

I disagreed with them. But now' I am 
beginning to wonder. (The selectmen’s 
search committee is supposed to recommend 
one to three persons as possible towm 
managers. The selectmen have said they will 
choose one of them.) 

★ 

The recall move underw'ay in Winchester 
seems destined to be in the courts for some 
time to come. The four School Committee 
persons whose recall is sought have too much 
to lose—including the setting of a nasty 
precedent—to give in to the determined 
citizens’ group. 

The citizens’ group is said to be better 
organized, better financed and more 
dedicated to their cause than the group which 
opposed Metco (and succeeded) in Win¬ 
chester eight years ago. 

(Some readers who may not understand 
where recall is at the moment may want to 
read The Star’s front page story on the sub¬ 
ject this week. Recall means to unseat in¬ 
cumbent office holders through special 
election.)

On Wages Of 
School Secretaries 

KDITOR OF TIIK STAR: 

In an effort to clear up some erroneous 
remarks re: school secretaries quoted as fact 
by a town meeting member recently. I would 
like to offer the following information: 

There are presently 50 secretarial workers 
(two half-time) working for the School 
Department, five of whom have been cut as of 
September. 1975. 

This cost savings, incidentally, equals the 
salary increase of f> a 4 . 

NO secretary of any kind in the school 
system makes $13,000 per year ($250 a week) 
as was stated. 

These positions include clerk-aides, 
bookkeepers, registrars, secretaries to ad¬ 
ministrators and department heads, as well 
as secretaries to principals. They are all on 
SS-ratings that range from SS3 to SSI 1, 
broken down as follows:

Birds Look For 
Nesting Sites 

EDITOR OF THE STAR: 

As far as local birds are concerned we are 
rapidly approaching the nesting season. 

I spotted two birds yesterday with straw in 
their beaks and today I saw two robins 
following one another from crotch to crotch 
trying, each in turn, to see if it were suitable 
lor a nesting site. 

One of the birds yesterday was a blue jay, 
the other was a grackle. The grackle I think 
was only practicing, as it was up in the bare 
branches of a crab-apple tree, perfectly 
visible as it tried to find a thick enough cluster 
of fine twigs far out on tlw branches to serve 
as a place where it could weave and entangle 
the foundation for its 1 nest 

But I am certain that no permanent nest 
will be built by this grackle nor by any robin 
nor other similar bird either, until the foliage 
of the tree or bush that is has chosen has 
grown enough to offer seclusion and con¬ 
cealment. 

Most birds are extremely secretive about 
the location of their nests, the cat-bird 
(‘specially. 

The biue jay that I saw on the other hand 
had chosen a better place in that she ducked 
into the matted branches of a cut-back 
hemlock tree and disappeared at once from 
my sight. 

She may nor may not go on with it I have 
known blue jays too to make a number of 
nests in different places around my house, 
only to abandon them all. or so I thought. 

I found out later that they had nested on 
the premises after all. because there they 
were, baby blue jays and all before the 
summer was over.

The Winchester Historical Society 
celebrated the week of April 19 by opening 
sales of the town bicentennial medallion and 
by holding its annual meeting on April 15 with 
Winchester High School social studies dept, 
hosts at the Winchester High School.

Longo, who interviewed Mrs. Nancy 
Dressier, president of the Winchester 
Busl ess Ass’n on tape and presented slides of 
Winchester center and Mrs. Irene Schneller, 
spokesman for the WBA on its plans for the 
town center 

Larry Rinaldi showed slides of old 
Historical Society photos depicting the 
railroad yards, lumber yards and the tan¬ 
neries which spread their debris well up into 
the area which is now our Common. 

Impetus for cleaning up Aberjona River 
water, then pungent with ocliferous pollution 
smells from the runoff of tanning pits and 
attendant animal wastes, was spurred by a 
need of a reservoir of clean water for the 
critical needs of the rapidly growing City of 
Boston 

Further, said Rinaldi, the MDC Green Belt 
preservation program was buying lands now 
revered by all Greater Boston, the Middlesex 
Fells The animal filth-cascading into the 
Mystic Lakes, the proposed reservoir, would 
have to stop. Thus substantial support from 
Boston and the MDC was intially in¬ 
strumental in the transformation of Win

allot money to the Metropolitan District 
Commission for lietter policing and cleanup of 
the Middlesex Fells.

The Friends of the Fells was founded to 
preserve the environment of the Fells and aid 
the MDC in its jurisdiction over the area.

Chester from a farming and blue collar 
working community to a beautiful suburb, 
said Rinaldi.

He described the winding stream, laced by 
great willows and arched bridges and a place 
for canoeists to paddle nostalgically giving 
way to the need of a larger football field for 
the high school especially after the stunning 
failure of a tilting and ever-sloggv Shore Road 
field which had been built over the old 
Judkins Mill Pond (and is now the site of the 
present Winchester High School). 

Frank Curtis of the Historical Society 
talked about the bicentennial program 
planned for Town Day. 

This, he said, will include a walking tour in 
the center and the raising of a liberty pole by 
92 scouts. 

Peter Longo gave a tape and slide 


presentation including an interview with Mrs. 
Nancy Dressier of the Winchester Business 
Ass’n and her views of stalling progress in 
Winchester Center. 

The slides showed a much-deteriorated 
Winchester Center in ontrst to an improving 
Woburn Center and most successful 
Ix?ximgton Center, where long range plan¬ 
ning is obvious. 

Mrs. Irene Schneller, a longtime 
spokesman for the Wincehster Business 
Association, showed the plans the Grayson 
Ass’n of Belmont had worked out for a town 
center renewal project. 

This plan, as opposed to a zoning plan or a 
grand Master Plan, would be a "cosmetic” 
plan. 

A three-foot extension of the Main st. 
sidewalk before the Locatelli building and a 
planting of shrubs in planters could give a 
mall effect to one side of the street. ’ 


Also the Locatelli Building on Main and 
around the Thompson street side would have 
a sign panel projecting uniformly around the 
building adding an aspect similar to at¬ 
tractive sign treatment in Lexington. 

Once one side of the street is fixed up, this 
will give the (seed or) added spur to the rest 
of the center, said Mrs. Schneller. 

Although some of the members present 
suggested they liked having fewer people in 
the center and that new business would at¬ 
tract more, Mrs. Schneller said a 
deteriorating center provided a 
discouragement to present and future 
residents, like the hollow mills of Manchester. 

"Let us hope that this group (WBA) does 
not flag in their resolve and will take these 
imaginative plans before selectmen (which 
they have yet to do) and have The Star reprint 
them for all to see,” said president Ver 
Planck.

Selectmen’s Committee Studies 
Randall’s Ruling On Experience 


The selectmen-appointed committee 
searching for a town manager interviewed 
Town Comptroller James J. Costello last 
week and requested an opinion on the char¬ 
ter’s experience requirement. 

Costello told the committee that Win¬ 
chester should have a manager experienced 
with school budgets or some working 
relationship with school committees as 
constituted in the New England states or New 
York. 

Costello told the committee the political 
and cultural differences of someone, say, 
from the midwest might be too great. 

Members of the selectmen’s search 
committee checked other towns to see what 
fringe benefits are given managers. Most 
communities, they indicated, pay for 
professional dues and provide for a car or an 
equivalent car allowance. 

The committee took note of Town Counsel 
Douglas A. Randall’s ruling on the charter 
provision that a town manager must have 
served three years minimum as a town or city 
manager. 

Randall advised the committee that the 
charter section is “judgmental”—up to the 
Board of Selectmen to determine. 

He wrote: “What constitutes having 
‘served full time as a city or town manager 
for not less than three years’ could very well 
vary from almost miniscule experience in a 
small rural community whose problems do 
not largely reflect the' Winchester problems to 
a decade or more of experience in a 
multiplicity of cities and towns which might 
reflect experience in all of Winchester’s 
problem areas...” 

The counsel also called judgmental the 
charter’s provision that the manager have 
“proven ability, especially fitted by 


education, training and previous experience 
in municipal administration.” He wrote: 

“Although it might be said that the total 
absence of previous experience in municipal 
administration might be a legal bar to holding 
the position of town manager. I do not readily 
believe that such an occasion would arise." 

The questions had been put to Randall by 
Paul F. Amico, who, as with many on the 
search committee, is a former selectman. 

At the outset of last week’s meeting, the 
chairman, John G. McElwee, announced that 
the committee would go into closed session if 
discussion entered personalities or other 
areas, at the request of individual member. 
No member did. 

Corrections: The salary range of the town 
manager should be between $25,000 and 
$35,000, the committee has determined, not as 
stated in last week’s Star. 

Committee member David Ashton is not a 
former selectman. He is a former member of 
the Town Government Study Committee.

Intelligence From 
American Colonies 
—British Viewpoint 


From the London Gazette: 

Authentic Intelligence is received that 
Several of HIS MAJESTY’S Vessels of War 
are to be stationed in Boston Harbour in the 
American Colonies in the Autumn. 

The same Reliable Authority, states that 
disturbances are breaking out in the 
American Colonies, and two Regiments have 
been transferred to Boston to deal with 
Rioting. 

Discontent and melancholy is spreading 
rapidly among the Colonists, especially the 
men of Massachusets, who are denying the 
authority of HIS MAJESTY’S Parliament to 
lax the Colonies. 

The Tax on tea, glass and paper imported 
to the Colonies was introduced by the late 
Chancellor of the; Exchequer Charles 


Townshend Esquire, in August, last year, 
before his lamentable demise one month 
later. The Chancellor hoped to raise Lb. 40,000 
a year in so doing 

'Pile introduction of the Tax was much 
deprecated by certain Honourable Members 
of Parliament, who felt it could lead to the 
loss of the American Colonies. 

Your correspondent feels there is cause to 
shew concern. The American Colonies are 
growing in wealth and population, which 
already numbers as far as can be ascertained 
two millions and a half people. If we lose the 
American Colonies, we lose much. 

Our Readers will remember that only two 
years since, Parliament found it of great 
necessity to repeal the Stamp Act, which was 
imposed on the Colonies in order to defray in 
part the cost of protecting the Colonists 
against the Indians and the French. 

Those Colonists who shouted then "No 
taxation without representation” will shout 
again about the Tax on tea. They will say 
have greater cause, for this time there has 
been no claim lor taxing them in order to 
protect them. 

Resolutions against the Act have already 
been passed by many Colonial assemblies. 

Whilst there may be vast disagreement 
with these acts of insurgency, perhaps it 
would be better to yield to the pressures of the 
Colonists than see the American Colonies 
removed entirely from the British Empire. 

Whether or not others will see the Situation 
in this light and repeal the Act permitting this 
Taxation before all is lost, only time will 
shew.

Archival Center Tops List 
Of Historical Society Gains 


The Winchester Historical Society held 
its annual meeting on Tuesday, April 15, in 
the social studies area of the Winchester High 
School. President, Mrs. W. K. VerPlanck 
outlined achievements of the society during 
this bicentennial year. 

The on-going project of the archival center 
has been an exacting and rewarding effort 
this year,said Mrs VerPlanck. The initial 
plans of locating the center in the large garret 
area of the Winchester Library were 
disapointinly turned down by the library 
board. 

At the suggestion of a new board member, 
Mrs. Charles Potts, the society turned again 
to the school dept, for any hopes for a suitable 
area. The two basement rooms at the Sanborn 
House, Office of the Supt. of Schools, offered a 
private entrance and fine security and most 
importantly, relatively constant temperature 
for old documents,said Mrs VerPlanck. 

A burglar alarm system was installed and 
the fall town meeting and the Board of 
Selectmen supported a vital link to success, a 
part-time archivist, whose salary will be 
under the budget of the library. 

Also a sum of $500 was provided by the 
town meeting for the special deacidifying 
equipment dehumidifyers and acid-free 
envelopes in which to store documents after 
they are processed under the expert care of 
’ archivist. 

Volunteers are encouraged to assist in 
cataloging of these facinating documents said 
Mrs VerPlanck. 

Winchester students at the high school 
helped by spending four hours at the archival 
center for extra credit. 

Mrs VerPlanck reputs the Bicentennial 
Projects of the Winchester High School bring 
students and teachers to the facilities ex¬ 
tensively and the Historical Commission use 
photographs and records. 

Plans are to have on file tapes of oral 
history of Winchester by oldtime residents. 

Other towns look with envy at our archival 
center, for in most surrounding towns 
documents are unavailable to the general 
public, said Mrs VerPlanck.

Girl Abused In School, Police 
Cite Law In Refusing Details 


The Winchester Star this week learned of a 
case of sexual abuse Sunday afternoon al 
Lynch Junior High School. 

The case reportedly involved an 18-year 
old youth and a girl. The Winchester police 
refuse to discuss the case or divulge any 
details. 

They cited the following. 

In cases of rape or attempted rape or 
sexual assault in Massachusetts, there is a 
new law which prohibits reports of such 
assaults and conversations between police 
and victims from being public records. All 
such reports and conversations must remain 
confidential. 

Another requirement of the new law is that 
each community designate a representative 
who will be the person from that particular 
city or town to investigate such cases. 

According to Sgt. Rolund Roy of the 
Winchester Police Department who is Win 
Chester’s representative and who has been 
involved in special rope crisis training 
recently, a purpose of the law is to encourage 
victims to come forward without fear of a 
lack of confidentiality and public disclosure. 

Roy reports plans are being made to 
establish area telephone hot lines for victims 
of rape or sexual assault. Eventually, he said, 
investigators will be women who have 
psychological training with emphasis on rape 
trauma. 

Specifically the law, which is Chapter 41, 
Sec. 97-1), states: 

"All reports of rape and sexual assault or 
attempts to commit such offenses and all 


conversations between police officers and 
victims of said offenses shall not be public 
reports and shall be maintained by the police 
departments in a manner which will assure 
their confidentiality. 

"Whoever violates any provision of this 
section shall be punished by imprisonment for 
not more than one year or by a fine of not 
more than $1.0(H), or both.

Behind USA Rink

behind the USA sports rink, two Winchester 
youths on Tuesday found and turned over to 
police a 38. to 40. calibre Winchester lever 
action rifle.

New living space in a 
previously unused barn loft 
was the result of this re¬ 
modeling project planned 
by designer Gary Roeberg. 

Mr. Roeberg doesn’t let 
eclecticism stand in the way 
of a personal statement. 
Here, he wraps it all to¬ 
gether in the loft, a dynam¬ 
ic environment that you 
live in for six months while 
still making new discov¬ 
eries about the room every 
day. It serves a variety of 
uses. It’s a room for enter¬ 
taining. It’s also a home 
office, or an office-in-the- 
barn, if you will. 

Principal unifying ele¬ 
ment (there is one!) is the 
strip of Lees carpet that 
runs the length of the thir¬ 
ty-foot loft. This is “En¬ 
chantress”, a thick, highly- 
textured body shag in a 
soft off-white that Lees de¬ 
signer Robin McRae calls 
“gardenia”. 

Mr. Roeberg cut the car¬ 
pet into diamonds six feet 
square and had it sewn to 
mylar-covered carpet pad¬ 
ding. This adds a large- 
scale geometric element to 
the loft and also brings 
with it a suggestion of 
order. 

“Body shags lend them¬ 
selves to special effects like 
this,” Mr. McRae said. “The 
high pile and rough surface 
texture hide seams. Body 
shags have the built-in res¬ 
ilience, too, that enables 
them to stand up to un¬ 
usually hard use by families 
with lots of children or fam¬ 
ilies that entertain a lot.” 

“Enchantress” is a carpet 
newly developed to take 


advantage of an important 
improvement in polyester 
fiber. The new polyester 
staple, which is what the 
manufacturer selects to 
spin into yarn for this new 
carpet, has an increased 
crimp-per-inch index. This 
makes the basic fiber more 
resilient. On top of that, 
the manufacturer twists 
and plies its polyester yarns 
under conditions of heat 
and pressure, making im¬ 
proved resilience a perman¬ 
ent attribute of the carpet. 

“Enchantress” comes in 
19 colors, including such 
tasty accents as coffee bean, 
Greek honey, olive, lettuce, 
and persimmon. The carpet 
costs about $14.95 a square 
yard in stores. Mr. Roeberg 
used 40 square yards in his 
project pictured here. 

The designer’s other 
touches include the com- 
partmented plexiglass cof¬ 
fee table that holds nuts, 
popcorn, and beans; the 
red lacquer chair sculpture 
in the foreground at right; 
the red, tangerine, and 
black graphic that climbs 
the wall beside the pass¬ 
through at left; and the 
two huge black throw pil¬ 
lows on the fat white sofa. 
The pillows are covered in 
animal cutouts, elephants, 
chickens, and tigers, in 
bright primary colors.
